DINNER. 


Iris a great pleasure to all residents 
in the treaty ports in China, and in 
Hongkong, to read the list of, those 
present at the annual banquet in 
London of the China Association. To 
the new-comer it is mainly a source of 
wonder; hero he finds names a few of 
which are possibly familiar to him—he 
has secn them attached to the new 
roads that are being opened in all 
directions, or he has heard of them in 
connection with some story of the past 
told by a garrulous old-timer. .To the 
old resident they bring back a flood of 
memories of the “ good old times,” and 
he wislies he too had been there to shake 
hands and recall old comradeship with 
staunch friends of the past, many of 
whom he doubts if he shall ever see 





3| again. The-gathering on the 3lst_of 


October last seems to have been one of 
the best-attended and most successful of 
a long series. Mr. RS. Gundry, C. B, 
for. many years Editor of this paper, 
was in the Chair, and the thorough 
Knowledge of things Chinese which he 
acquired in Shanghai he has kept up to 
date since he has been at home, while 
the prosperity of the Association. is 
greatly due to his long and energetic 
service as Secretary. 
After. the usual 





loyal toasts, Mr 


ssg|Gundry rose to propose the annual 


toast, “Prosperity to the China Associa- 





tion.” He began by mentioning the 
names of the members of Committee, 
who took part in the formation of the 
‘Association, who had passed away since 


60 | the last previous banquet—Sir Robert 


Jardine and Sir Richard Rennie, former 
presidents, Sir Edward Ackroyd’ and Sir 
Edward Alford, and Mesers. Attwell 
Coxon, Edwin Mackintosh, and G. J. 
Morrison, He made a very graceful 
reference to the death of Mr, John Hay, 
U.S. Secretary of State, and then went 
on to congratulate Japan on the success. 
ful conclusion of the late war, and 
Lord Lansdowne on the conclusion of 
a new treaty with Japan. Reverting to. 
Lord Salisbur}’s crucial mistake of 
ordering the two British men-of-war 
from Port Arthur at the request of 
Russia, he showed what momentous 
consequences had followed, and. this 
led him to express the hopé that we 
should not give up Weibaiwei until 
Germany gives up Kiaochou, With a 
passing glance at the destruction of Mr. 
Reynolds's telegraph forty years ago 
by the then Taotai of Shanghai, Ting 
Jih-chang, and the acquisition and 
removal of the first Woosung railway by 
the Viceroy Shén Pao-chén, he remarked 
on the thousands of miles of telegraphs 
and hundreds of miles of railway now 
operating in China, and of the Chinese 
desire at the moment to build all their 
railways themselves; pointing out that 
the borrowing by, the Viceroy at 
Canton from the Government of Hong- 
kong of a sum of £1,100,000, to enable 
him to buy back the Canton-Hankow 
line, did not look as though thé money 
required to build railways would come 
readily from Chinese sources. He vin- 
dicated the China Association in Lon 
don from the charge that they had not 
pushed vigorously enough the case of the 
Kowloon-Canton railway, and while he 
mentioned the discontent that has been 
growing in Shanghai with the London 
committee, he was perhaps a little too 
optimistic in referring to ibas 2 “ per- 
fectly amicable controversy.” 

In his dealing with the future, it does 
not seem that. Mr. Gundry has entirely 
grasped the present peculiar conditions. 
The division of China into a progressive 
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“ officials who see in reform tlie loss of 


the squeezes and pickings whieh niake 
life endurable in an unappreciative 
world” is no longera true picture. ‘The 
high officials led by the Empress Dowager’ 
are as full of the spirit of reform as the 
‘students, and the ctudents with ali-their 
enlightenment are more anti-foreign 
than the.

President Roosevelt's Message 
states that the enormous power of 
the Trusts must be supervised, the 
Constitution being amended if 
necessury.

APPARENTLY, the Russian bureau-

measure of freedom, including what, 
aslong as it retains its vigour, is the 
gréatest-check ‘on the bureancracy, 
a per jiava2nt,.

When 
it became evident that the army was 
not to be relied on to crush the 
revolution, it seemed that the re- 
formed government would come into 
existence . comparatively peaceably. 
But: now we are told that the 
Cosegtks of the whele éntpire have 





been mobilised, and they will, doubt- 
less, be faithful to the old régim~ 
and utterly unscrupulous in defend- 
ing it, We have already heard of 
instances of the regular troops firing. 
on Cossacks, who have no organisa- 
tion to make them really formidable 


“Jif the regulars take sides heartily 


with the people; but we must ex- 
pect a terrible orgy of bloodshed 
before the reactionaries or the revo- 
lutionaries finally succeed ; and the 
outside world will wait with grave 
anxiety for the curtain to be raised 
again on the final tableau. 





SUCCESSFUL 
ROMANISATION OF 
CHINESE. 


4th- December. 

Ir is some two or three years 
since we strongly recommended in 
these columns the adoption, by the 
various missionary. and educational 
organisations working for the good 
of the Chinese, of some system 
of Romanisation, in the hope that 
in due time the cumbrous character 
should be relegated to the museum 
of great achievements outgrown by 
modern progress, We are pleased 
to learn from the newly-published 
Minutes of the Triennial Meeting of 
the Educational Association of | 
China held at Shanghai in May this 
year how much has been done 
towards this end. Mandurin-speak- 
ing people may regret that much of it 
is pure—or impure—dialect, but even 
80, it is a step in the right direction, 
for a native who has thoroughly 
mastered the roman of his own 
speech will find that of the Court no 
reat stumbling-bluck, He — will, 
indeed, be in the position of the 
English country boy who goes to 
school knowing only Lancastrian, or 
of the south-country youth who says, 
“ Wher bist gwain ?” for “ Where are 
you going?” Tiat is to say he will 
discover that there is a recognised 
method of speaking Chinese used. by 
the officials and millions of others 
and that it is different from that of 
himself and his cronies, and will be 
prepared to learn accordingly. 

Instead therefore of regretting the 
great growth of the romanised local 
dialects we welcome it as a pro 
of better things to come. Ho 
wide-spread the new system is 
becoming will be seen from the 
following bare extracts from the 
Society's minutes. Amoy, which 
claims to :be. the pioneer in ro- 
manisation, reports that (here it 
“is an acknowledged success.” Any 
estion as to its’ usefulness is never 
faised among Amoy missionaries. 
In Canton the interest has revived. 
Hitherto it has: never been given'a 
fair trial, but it is now expected

Foochow, increasing popularity and 
influence are the keynote of the 
report, and this will ngt be lessened 
by the fact that there isa monthly 
newspaper now printed in tho 
now we'l-known type, and read 
by an ever-widening circle of “ro- 
manists.” In the islind of Hai- 
nan and amongst the Hakkas a 
beginning has been made, and we 
learn that the islinders greatly prize 
the new acquirement as a means of | 
letter-writing. A partial failure in 
Hangchow is accounted for by the 
fact that “there seems to have been 
no very grext interest in pushing the 
romanised” in that important centre, 
But in Hinghua “the success of the 
romanised has been ph-nomenal.” 
It seems that in this district every- 
thing combines to favour the new 
style of learning. “A Inrge and 
growing church: missionaries awnke 
to the need of helps for the illiterate : 
a system of romanisation upon which 
all are agreed: no vernuculur boiks 
in Chinese character to interfere with 
the general use of the remanised: 
und a vigorous prosvcution of the 
work of prepiring books and teaching 
the Chinese to read them.” Ideal 
conditions indeed, The movement 
is still jn the initintory stage at 
Kashing, comparatively new at Kien- 
ning ‘and Kienyang, but is in full 
flood at-Ningpo, one of the pioneer 
stations in the use of the roman 
character. Mr, R. Fitch writes thence 
to tell that the popularity of the 
romanised “has been at an unchang- 
ing climax for several years.” 

Here at Shanghai the: success ,of 
the past three years has been very 


marked. Soochow reports no pro-. - ” 


ress. “The number of illiterate 
hristians is comparatively small,” 
‘and those who want to read have to 
learn the character. In Swatow on 
the other. band, “the. romanised is 
growing in favour with all classes.” 
'Paichow introduces a new note: 
“Quite a aumber of non-Christians 
of the scholar class are- buying 
primers, and a new edition is being 
prepared for their use with Chinese 
characters added, so that scholars can 
learn without a teacher.” Surely a 
pregnant suggestion this, end one 
which bears out the sanguine hope of 
Mr, Soothill of Wenchow, “I con- 
sider that.the. adoption of romanisa- 
tion in mandarin-speaking districts is 
likely to result in the unification ‘of 
the Chinese spoken languxge and in 
the production ofa national literature 
easily rend everywhere.” At present

Its compilers 
acknowledge it io be a com: romise 
in various respects, but they are 
satisfied that it can be used any- 
where in the  mandarin-spesking 
districts, and “that it is the best 
system for general use yet produced,” 

We hope and believe that the 
result of its adoption will be that of 
the other romnisations as summaris- 
ed by Mr. Silsby: “When the 
romanised has been once established, 
it has grown in favour from yenr to 
year, The sceptics are those who 
have never taken the trouble to make 
athorough investigation of the sub- 
jooh, ond’ the: lileses are places 
where a spasmodic attempt hus been 
made to introduce the romunised, but 
persistent continuance in the good 
work has been lacking.”

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Some correspondence in reference 
to the neglect of China to carry out 
the stipulations of her commercial 
treaties with Great Britain and the 
United’ States follows, and the Ame- 
tican Minister, Mr. W. W. Rockhill, 
points out that to put all the blame 
on China is hardly fair. China is 
bendin all her energies towards the 
solution of the currency problem, the 
importance of which she recognises ; 
but she must convince herself that 
the definite plan is the righs one 
before she adopts it, and she is right 
to be cautious. ‘The difficulty in 
getting mining and trademark re- 
gulations definitely settled is, that 
they must meet with the approval of 
all the Treaty Powers, however con- 
Hicting their interests and views may 
be.

“Ib is neither honest nor wise for the 
Government of Great Britain or the 
United States to obtain by diploma- 
tic pressure or other means conces- 
sions and commercial advantages of 
any kind; to proclaim these as 
proofs of our political activity and 
b nevolent interest in the welfare of 
China; to use them for the purposes 
of our own system of party govern- 
ment; and in due time to disown all 
responsibility for the proper fulfilment 
of our own obligations under these 
concessions and for the results of local 
Chinese obs'ruction.- Our policy in 
this matter has been as futile as 
that which continues to make solemn 
treaties with China and fails to insist 
on their observance. The Govern- 
ment which, under stress of economic 
pressure or public opinion, sees fit—as 
we have done—to obtain concessions 
from the Chinese Government is 
morally and logically bound not to 
leave the honest fulfilment to the 
good will of individuals, British or 
Chinese. Yet this is precieely what 
Great Britain, like the United States, 
has done.”

THE NEW UNIFORM 
4 COINAGE. 


— 
7th December, 
Ir will be seen with much regreb 
that, notwithstanding all the efforts 
of Professor Jenks, China has deter- 
mined to adhere to the silver 
standard, instead of following the 
example of every other enlightened 
Eastern country, and has carried out 
her promise “to adopt a uniform 
currency for the benefit of foreigners 
in the Chinese Empire,” by ordering 
the coinage gf an entirely new coin, 
the Kuping”tael, which, with its 
subdivisions, is to be the ‘only legal 
tender in China, superseding sycee 
and dollars alike, The imperial de- 
cree ordering this sippeared in our 
issue of the 21st ult,, and in recent 
issues of ‘the “Peking and Tientsin 
Times” we find a translation of the 
regulations for carrying the decree 
into effect. . 
‘The regulations begin by .stating 
that “the equality and weight of the 
new tael coin must be purer and 
more exact than those of the silver 
dollars minted in the provinces, so as 
to make it a true standard of the 
national currency. The best quality 
of sycec which is now in circulation 
is found. under the process" of 
chemical analysis to consist of 98,9 
per cent of pure silver. Allowing 2 
or 3 candareens for loss in minting, 
the new tael coin is to be minted 
with an alloy of 9 mace 6 candareens 
pure silver, and one mace copper, as 
equal to one Kuping tael of full 
touch; five-mace coins to be made 
of 4 mace 8 candareens pure silver, 
and 5 candareens copper; two-mace 
coins of 1 mace 7 candareens pure 
silver and 3 .candareens copper} 
and one-mace coins of 8.5 candareens 
pure silver ‘and 1.5 candareens 
copper.” The proportion of the out- 
put each time is to be 40 per cent of 
one-tael coins, and 20. per cenb 
each of the three subsidiary coins, 
and special permission must. be - 
obtained from the Financial Coun- 
cil and Board of Revenue. if it 
is desired to change this: propor- 
tion. The weight and quality of 
the coins turned out by the authoris- 





ed mints must be uniform, and all 


‘analyses ‘and inspections imusb. he: 
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effected strictly in accordance with 
the Currency Regulations. The tael- 
coin and subsidiary coins must always 
be exchanged ai their face value, 
and to charge any premium or dis- 
count in paying or receiving them 
will be a punishable offence. 

The tael-coin being fixed as the 
staiidard of the national currency, its 
circulation will be unlimited, but 
subsidiary coins are only {egal tender 
to the extent of ten taels, The rate 
of exchange for copper coins and the 
limit to the sum for which they will 
be legal tender will be announced 
when the reports on the subject 
from tle provinces have been con- 
sidered. Millions of these coins are 
to be minted by the Imperial mint 
(Hupu Tsaopei Tsungchang) and by 
the sub-Mints in Chibli, Kiangsu, 
Hupeb, and Kuangtung, the Board 
of Revenue supplying the dies, 
“The coins so minted are to be 
handed to the Imperial Bank (Hupu) 
for which paper notes are to be 
printed; after putting this money 
into circulation, the metropolitan 
and provincial treasuries, as well as 
the railway, telegraph, and shippin, 
offices in the provinces, shoul 
raceive them in proportion.” Pay- 
ments are to be made partly in notes 
and partly in-coin, and by degrees 
the use of sycee is to be abandoned, 
and all transactions are to be in the 
new currency, “All payments in 
‘Kuping’ or Treasury ‘sele’ due to 
the provinces should be collected 
in tael coins, and arrangement might 
be made by the receiving officials 
for the levy of a legal fee under the 
title of ‘Huo-bao’ or Loss in fusing,’ 
but no further fees no matter under 
what name must be levied, Those 
payments which are in other scales 
should be calculated and converted 
into Kuping scale, and once adjusted, 
should adopt for ever the tuel coin 
as the standard.” 

The Waiwupu will notify the 
Foreign Ministers and Consuls, end 
instruct the Commissioners of 
Customs, as soon as the new 
coins are ready for circulation. ‘The 
necessary calculations for changing 
the duties from Haikuan into Ku- 
ping taels will be made, and duties 
will be paid in future in the new 
coins, “ On the day of putting into cir- 
culation the new coins, the: people 
and merchants taust be notified by’ 
proclamation by the local authorities 
under order of the Viceroys and 
Governors, that all atcounts and 
money transactions in different scales 
and quality of sycee before that date 
must be settled with the new taels 
duly adjusted. The reci 
in no case refuse.” Anyone in the 
possession of sycee can take it to the 
Imperial mint or one of the sub-mints 
and will receive for silver of 98.5 per 
cenb fineness (touch) au eqiivalent 
amount in the new coins. “The 
gain in touch will be taken to défras 
‘the cost of minting, and there will 





be no claim on either side. Inferior 
quality of sycee, foreign dollars, or 
dollars tarned out by the provinces 
can also be melted down into new 
tael coins, calculated at the amonnt 
of real silver contained.” In ex- 
changing the old coins or silver at 
the native banks, Imperial Bank, 
offieial banks, cash shops, ete,, etc., 
there must be no extortion or illéga- 
lities of any kind. Any attempts ab 
such extortion must bs reported in 
Peking to the Financial Council and 
Board of Revenue, and in the pro- 
vinces to the Tartar Generals, Vice. 
roys, and Governors, and must be 


dealt with strictly for the protection | i 


of the new currency; and these 
regulations must be made universally 
known by publication in the official 
gazettes and by proclamation in large 
type, when the new coins are ready 
for circulation. “in order to check 
fraud on the part of the yaméo 
runners,” 

The hopes that had been enter- 
tained thab foreign commerce would 
be put on a stable basis by the 
adoption of the gold standard are 
dashed to the ground, and all that is 
done is to introduce a new element 
of confusion into the money market. 
As our Tientsin contemporary points 
out, the national currency in China 
rests on its eépper coinage, and the 
Hupu should have begun at the 
bottom instead of the top, that is, 
should have fixed the relation be- 
tween copper and silver. The estab- 
lishment of a tael coinage has done 
nothing to abolish the internal trouble 
of the fluctuations in exchange be- 
tween copper and silver, or the 
external trouble of the fluctuations in 
exchange between silver and gold.

The New Hospital Opened. 

Monday, the 27th of November, will be 
remembered as a red letter day in the 
history of medical mission work in the Fu 
city of Taichou For some years medical 
work has been successfully carried on in 
two small dispensaries in the city by the 
©. M. and C. M.S. respectively, but 
real progress has been much hindared in 
both cases by want of room, fresh air, 
‘and the conditions generally necessary to 
modern medicine and surgery. Monday, 
however, witnessed the completion of two 
‘years’ work and many years’ expectations 
in the dedication of the C. M.S. Hospital: 
‘The building is situated on a hill to the 
north of the city in « fine airy situation 
‘and completely separated from’ Chinese 
houses. ‘The hospital is one long block 
running from east to west and measuring 
127 feet. On the west are the’ women’s 














wards, ing of two large and’ one 
small wards, and the men’s on the east, 


comprising two large and two small wards. 
‘They are soparated by the middle block, 
consisting of preaching room, bath rooms, 
operating theatre, and consulting room. 
Everything is arranged on the latest 
principles and the wards “are light, 
spacious and airy, and the whole 
building will accommodate fifty patie 
The work has been planned and carri 
out by Dr. 8, N. Babington, who is in 
chaige of the C. M. 8. medical work’ in 
Taichou, and readers of this paper who 
kmow him personally will congratulate 
him on the successful issue of the two 
years’ work and worry necessary to the 
erection of such a building in an inland 
city. 

‘Tho work, as far as one can judge, has 
met with the: sympathy and interest of 
the local officials, all of whom were 
invited to the opening ceremony and who 
in the morning showed their apprecia- 
tion by sending presents and in the after- 
noon by appearing in state, thus lending 
‘the necessary artistic colour to the scene. 
The ceremony took place in the afterno 
and was conducted by Bishop Moule 
the arrival of the prefect, the official 
wore conducted to the hospital chapel 
and the Bishop explained’ the origin and 
purpose of medical missionary work. 
‘Then followed prayer anda hymn, which 
closed this part of the proceedings. The 
officials were shown round the wards and 
gront interest was ovinced in the surgical 
justruments displayed in the operating 
theatre, the uso and purpose of several 
Being explained to the admiring crowd. 
‘An adjournment was made to toa, which 
was provided in Western fashion and 
apparently evoked mu i 
fact sevoral of the officials wished to in- 
vestigate Western food: still further and 
handed portions to their eecrotaries to 
be discussed at leisure. After tea a 
photographic group of officials and for- 
cigners was taken in front of the hospital. 

‘There had been some doubt as to the 
best means of effecting a clearance of the 
compound at the close of the proceedings, 
but this was sottled. in most unexpected 
fashion, for a large fire broke out in tho 
city and was just seen as the guests were « 
proceeding to tako a leisurely and digni- 

ied departure. The oxodus thereupon 
degenerated into an undignified and 
somewhat hurried rush, and in fivo

‘The Return of the Native. 

The most oxciting matter in our dis- 
trict recently has been the return of the 
warriors from the battle of Hochienfu, 
Our men were in the “Blue” army, and 
according to newspaper reports, were 
supposed to belong to the defeated force, 
They certainly looked very travel-,if not 
war-stained, as they passed along the 
road to the camp, but having walked 
from Lanchou on a fairly warm and dusty 
Gay, following upon a long journey in the 
rain, one could scarcely expect them to 


look so spick and span as no doubt they 
tried to look when under the eyes of the 
Viceroy aud bis invited guests. After 
the war, comes peace; and after their 
toil, comes pleasure. Just now the 
troops are being daily regaled with 
theatrical performances in honour of the} 
Empress Dowager’s birthday. Not only 
the troops, but apparently every idle 
man (work in the fields for a time being 
at an end) finds his most important 
engagement to be in front of the “hsi 
tai,” gratifying his never-tiring penchant 
for the play. 
A Mock Inspection. 

Last week the city was favoured with 
8 visit of inspection from the Manchu Tu 
‘Tung (Lieutenant-General) stationed at 
Shanhaikuan. ‘The present incumbent of 
that office is HE. Ju Lin, and part of his 
duty is the inspection ‘twice in every 
three years of the Manchu reserves, 100 
of whom are resident in our city. Yet it 
is a ceremony which, for all the offective- 
ness it displays, might easily be dispensed 
with. I had strong intentions of making 
one of the onlookers this year, but was 
frustrated by the fact of the Tu Tung 
arriving Inte one night, and holding his 
inspection very early next morning. ‘The 
show was all over before I knew ELE. had 
arrived. And there is no wonder that it 
was held so early and so quietly. It 
seems surprising that in these days of 
army reorganisation, a high olficial should 
spend his time and his country’s money 
in inspecting soldiers whose only accom. 
plishments are shooting with antiquated 
bows and arrows, orrusty firelocks, Iam 
assured by one who was fortunate enough 
to have a sight of the affair 
exercises wore exactly tho 
been known among the Manchus from 
time immemorial, and one fails Lo seo the 
utility of i One amusing feature of 
the exhibition was the production of the 
cavalry, so-called.

Nelson’s Centenary. 

An. enterprising weekly illustrated 
journal commends this week's issue’ to 
the public by the single announcement 
in bold characters on its contents bill 
that it “contains nothing about Nelson.” 
Some people have deprecated this as a 
slur on our national hero; but a good 
many readers will turn to the journal with 
a feeling of relief. For two or three woeks 
the illustrated papers have been full of 
Nelson, We have all celebrated his con- 
tenary with an enthusiasm which loft 
nothing to be desired ; but we have boon 
fa little bit overdone with portraits of 
Nelson and Lady Hamil On Satur- 
day there were din all over 
the country. Tho East Anglian Society 
placed a wreath on his grave in the crypt 
of St. Panl’s; the Navy League gave a 
great banquet at the Criterion ; and “The 
Death of Nelson” was sung at every 
concert in England and played by every 
band in every musical restaurant in 
London. Burnham Thorpe, the hero’s

Russia. 

Germany is understood to have en- 
countered another rebuff in her anti- 
British policy. She did her best to 
prevent a good understanding between 
this country and Russia; but assisted 
by the good offices: of France, Sir 
Charles Hardinge has succeeded in 
sottling the basis of an Anglo-Russian 
entente, while Germany has received 9 
distinct rebuff. Our success is all the 
more remarkable if the story of the nog 
tiations which has bean contributed to the 
«Petit Parisien” by its St. Petersburg 
correspondent ix to be relied upon. 
‘According to this, Germany offered as the 
ice of a Russo-German alliance aimed 











against Great Britain, not merely military 
jntervention in case of a rising in Poland, 
but also a prospective partition of Austria, 
according to which Russia would receive 
Bohemia and the Polish provinces as well 
‘as other Slav regions. If the “ Petit 
Parisien ” correspondent is to be believed, 
Russia valued her alliance with France 
too highly to rupture it by accepting Ger- 
many’s bribe, and thus the project failed 
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lowing 
story, however, we may still give France 
the ‘credit for the conclusion of a good 
undorstanding with Russia which is! 
enetally welcomed in this country. We 
oe so many ti ppeared to be on the! 
eve of a revolution in Russia that we 
must be careful not to draw has- 
ty conclusions even from the startling 
events of the last few days, Even 
the “Times,” however, has committed 
itself to the opinion that a revolution can 
now hardly be averted. “At present,” 
that journal remarked yesterday, “ the 
preliminaries of the French Revolution 
are repeating thomselves with more fide- 
lity than most people thought possible in 
Russia.” To-day it adds that “ Russia is 
in the presence of a movement which is 
alrendy revolution in everything but 
naino,” and. it doubts whether “any 
coercion will avail against a movement 
80 strong, 60 subtle, and so ubiquitous,” 


Mampstead. 

As‘ to Home politics, the Govern- 
ment have apparently’ secured an- 
other short lease of life by averting 
defext at Hampstead.

Conservatives have had, too, a little 
encouragement and amusement from tho 
bickerings and threatened dissensions 
among Liboral leaders. Lord Rosebery, 
now that tho fruite of vietory are in 
sight, is bringing himself to the front and 
daliveting some swinging attacks on the 
Government. But ho 
to his wont, making things somewhat un- 
comfortable for his party. He insists 
that it is their duty to say definitely 
before the General Election oither that 
they do not intend to deal with Home 
Rule in the coming Parliament or that 
they will put it in the forefront of their 
programme, That is what the party does 
not wish to do. Their ‘whole tendency is! 
in the direction of “Home Rule all 
round”—subordinate parliaments for 
each of the countries of the United 
Kingdom; but they do not want to! 
put so difficult and thorny a question in 
the, forefront of the programme. Then 
Mr. Morley has aroused u certain amount 
of irritation by sneering at Lord Rose- 
bery’s favourite panacea: of “ Efficiency.” 
“Efficiency,” says Mr. Morley, “is not 
principle but a*catchword. Even 
the present Government,” he says, 
“would “be efficient if it could,” 
and the most efficient mortal that 
ever bestrode this planet was Napoleon 
Bonnparte “ and he did not bring bles- 
sing” to his country or to mankind.” All 
of which: is most true. “Efficiency” is 
too much of a copybook maxim to be 
very effective, even xs a catchword. 
Still, it is harmless, and it is. difficult to 
see what motive Mr. Morley had for: 
girding at it unless he particularly wanted

General Booth and the City, 

Who would have dreamed a few years 
ago that we should ever see General Booth 
receiving the rate and caveted honour of 
honorary freedom of the City of London ? 
Yet it was yesterday accorded to him by 
unanimous vote. There are many, of 
course, who still disapprove of some of the 
religious methods of the Salvation Army 
—of its assumption of a sort of vulgar 
familiarity with the Deity, for instance, 
though that has undoubtedly been 
modified since the early days; but no 
unprejudiced person can any longer deny, 
that,even apart from its great social work 
among tbe “Submerged Tenth,” the 
Salvation Army has effected a great work 
of religious regeneration among the lower 
classes. This recognitition of the great- 
ness of his work by the City of London is 
thing of which General Booth may well 
be proud, considering all the prejudice 
and opposition he has had to overcome; 
and he seemed genuinely proud of it. At 
his own request the gold casket in which 
the scroll of freedom is usually presented 
was dispensed with, and an artistic but 
far loss costly casket made of wood from 
& beam of the old Guildhall took its 
place, sum of £100 being presented by 
the Corporation to the Salvation Army in 
consideration of the expense which tlie 
General's choice had saved them.

as is constitutionally possible for its 
reversion. 

Your Excellency will realise the reluct- 
ance with which I find myself compelled 
to adopt this course, and it but remains 
for me to state that the Council takes its 
Present action in the assurance that no 
offort has been spared to ensure that the 
facts submitted to the Consulate should 
be treated in » manner befitting their 
gravity, and, in so doing, feels that it has 
the support of local public opinion.

8.—Tho Spanish Consulate has prejudiced 
the position of the Council for the 
Foreign Community of Shanghai by 
wilfully misinterpreting its propor 
Police actions into van alleged as- 

mption of jurisdiction, to the de- 

triment of the interests of the foreign 
residents beyond Settlement limits, 

4—In spite of the unanimous agrooment 
between the members of the Con- 
sular Body, to provent public gam. 
bling and minimise the conditions 
under which disorderly persons aro 
attracted to Shanghai, and notwith. 
standing the special assuranco givon 
to me in November last by Mr, del 
Castillo in the presence of his col- 
leagues of America, Germany, and 
Groat Britain, that he would sap- 
press public gambling in establish. 
ments claiming Spanish protection, 
public gambling, under tho guise of 
4 so-called club, has since that dato 
been one of tho chief attractions of 
the Alhambra Hotel, 

5.—Owing to the procedure in vogue in 
the Spanish Consular Court the 
Police have been prevented from 
submitting the evidence as to inde- 
ceney and disorder which had been 
accumulated for the purpose. 

6.—Whereas in December last the public 
nuisance wes terminated, the build. 
ing being then to German 
jurisdiction, tt Spanish Consulate 
has permittod a citizen of the Argen- 
tine Republic to reopen the hotel 
with its former mismauagomont un- 
abated. 

In conclusion I have the honour to 
express the Couneil’s hope that you may 
bo willing to invei the “cireum- 
stances of this deplorable incident, and to 
tuke such steps in tho matter as you may 
consider expedient.

may be deemed necessary. 

‘The affair is therefore closed, and I 
have no further measures to take ; only I 
think it necessary to state that Mr. del 
Castillo informs me that the second| 
floor of the establishment was rented by| 
‘an International Club, which has no- 
thing to do whatever with the Spanish 
Consulate and that, consequently, he is 
not responsible for what happens there. 

Thave no doubt, sinco you confirm the 
fact, and since other persons, who I 
suppose are respectable, have assured it, 
that in the “Alhambra” as in every 
ostablishment of this kind, there havo 
boon from time to time some scandalous 
scones, and if I had been warned in time, 
Twould have given the strictest orders 
to the Spanish Consul, either to stop 
those, or to close the establishment, and 
it is therefore that, as I do not 
renounce the right of Spanish jurisdic- 
tion in China in favour of the Consular’ 
Body at Shanghai or of the Municipal 
Council, I reserve myself the right to 
authorise the Spanish Consul to grant 
permission for the opening of a caté or 
music-hall to persors under his jurisdic- 
tion who may apply for such permission, 
provided such establishments aro carried 
on within the limits of strictest decency. 
For me this is question of principle.

which necessitated the closing of the 
season on.the 81st of July. ‘The Directors 
havesold piculs 25,000, representing rather 
Jess than half the probable crop, at -abont 
4 por cent lower than last year’s prices. 
The sugar market is in a very uncertain 
state, prices all over the world are lower, 
and the local market is also affected by 
the high exchange and uncertainty as to 
the future of the Straits currency. But 
given favourahle woather, the increased 
return of sugar should considerably more 
than make up for reduction in prices, 
Passing on to the question of rubber, I 
would refer to the gseat impetus which 
this industry has received during tho last 
year or two ; large areas have been brought 
under cultivation, both in Ceylon and in 
the Malay Peninsula, and in a few years’ 
time the production from those countries 
will form @ very considerable proportion 
of the world’s supply. Several ‘com- 
panies have beon fl 1d high prices 
have been paid for plantations which aro 
approaching the tapping stage. Tho 
question in which shareholders naturally 
take the greatest interest is the ago at 
which it is possible to tap the 
trees. .The Directors have had a full 
report from the Manager on this subject. 
‘There appears to be no hard and fast 
rule as to ago at which tapping should 
commence, and, _gonorally 

planters are guided more by th 
the tree; the proportion of trees which 
it is possible to tap at. threo years will, 
in the opinion of the Manager, be vory 
small. Much has been written in favour 
of early tapping, but opinions on the 
subject vary very much ; it is also not 
clear as to the point of time from which 
advocates of tapping three-year-old trees 
count the uge of their tro gre 

many planters, we are told, count the 
age of their trees from the time thoy 
are planted out from the nurseries, which 
often takes place eighteen months after 
the seeds were planted. The ago at 
which our trees have beon tapped is five 
years, calculated from tho timo the seads 
were planted. The yield of rubber has 
come up to expectations and your Direc- 
tors have every confidence in the future 
of this enterprise. The amount which 
appears in the. balance, sheet as an asset 
represents what has been actually spent, 
No doubt, however, asan asset, the 
Company's. rubber ‘plantation is very 
much more valuable. With rogard to

Hence 
the present adage : Tap early to accustom 
your tree to yield its valuable milk and it 
will respond to your demande in inereas- 
ing 

‘The Chairman said ho was very much 
interested in Mr. Jones's romarks and 
would be glad if Mr. Jones would furnish 
tho Secretary with a copy of the extract. 

‘The Chairman then read an extract 
from a letter from the Company's 
ager, from which it was shown that 
1ce the date of the extract read by Mr. 
Jones, Mr. Burgess had, to a certain 
extent, altered his ideas as to early tap- 
ping. “The Chairman also pointed out 
the difference in calculation of th 
of troes. Some calculated from the 
of planting out in the nurseries, while 
othors caleulated from the date of the 
sowing of the sood.

Tho Fire Brigude wore provided with 
another hard evening’s work on Friday, 
this time the fire being in Seward Road. 
Botwoen 5,30. pm. and 5.45 p.m, tho 
alarm was givon and the Hongkew 
was quickly on the scone—just beyond 
Hongkew Creeic. All the other com- 
panies, including Le Torrent, were quickly 
in attendaneo aud later on an addi 
tional engine arrived. Tho fire had 
ken out in a baker's shop, near a general 
goods merchant, and immediately the 
heighbouring premises were involved. 
Vere was some dolay in getting, 
stroams on and the police wore busily. 
ocenpiod clearing tho + rds out of the 
street. At six o'clock five hongs were 
ablaze und the tertilie heat. eausod 
the firemen no little discomfort. "In one 
of the hongs an explosion oceurred, and 
after it the flames rose much more rapidly. 
and the heat beeame more intense. The 
fire brigade received valuable assistance 
from a company of bluejackets landed 
from $M. 8. Vorwrerts and $. M. 
8.'Taku, ‘The premises in the rear of the 
block became involved and hoses were 
carried round to the back. ‘The fire- 
men now had to play on the house 
roofs and. shop-fronts of the premises 
on. the opposite side of Seward Road 
to prevent thom from taking fire, and 
large clouds. of steam roso as the 
water was put on, After six o'clock roofs 
bogan to fall in and walls tumbled 
into the street, and when au hour had 
elapsed from the time of the arrival of 
the brigade, the six hongs were nothing 
but a sories of heaps of burning good: 





















half smothered by bricks and plaster, 
not a wall being left standing. By 
hard work the fire was prevented from 
spreading further, but it eould not be left 
until nearly 9 p.m. and then the coolie 
corps were left in charge. 

The Torrent men left early and 
the heavy ringing of a bell—three 
strokos—about 7 p.m. startled tho bri- 
gade, but it was ascortained that there 
‘was not another fire elsewhere. 

‘Twelve houses were totally destroyed, 
Nos. 2796—2804, and 2815-17, und 
two badly damaged. The fire broke 
ont at No. 2799, the manager of the 
shop being away at the time, aud on 
his return he found the premises ablaze.

5,000 w 
Co. but as yot it has not been ascer- 
tained what insurance there was on the 
other premises. 

Ar 2 am. on Sunday last tho Rev. 
C. E. Darwent was awakened by bis 
houseboy who had discovered that a fire 
had broken out on the premisos. ‘The 
flames were located in a large cupboard, 
immediately over th boy’s quarters, and 
oponing from Mr. Darwent’s study.

THE 
RE-OPENING OF THE 
KIANGNAN DOCK. 





On Saturday afternoon the first vessel 
was admitted to the Kiangnan Dock since 
its recent enlargement, in connection with 
the new scheme for extending the opera- 
tions carried on by the Chinese Govern- 
ment on the Huangpu. The vessel to be! 
docked was the torpedo gun-vessel_Kien-| 
ngan built at Foochow in 1901.- She is| 
256 feet long, with only: 263 feet beum, 


‘and was, of course, easily accommodated, 
the length of the enlarged dock being 
365 feet on top and 325 feet on the blocks. 

Invitations to witness the docking were 
extended by the Dock authorities to the 
members of the shipping and engineering 
community of Shanghai, a party of whom 
were conveyed up river in the tender 
Alexandra and arrived just in time to seo 
the beflagged vessel hauled by coolie 
power across the sill, ‘The work was 
expeditiously and successfully done. In- 
spection was then made of the three 
Gwynne pumps at work and of the two 
Lancashire-type boilers driving them. It 
was noticed that pumps and boilers alike 
were turned out from the Kawasaki 
Works at Kobe. 

A very pleasant informal reception 
was tendered to the visitors by Ad- 
miral Sah and Capt. Woo Ying-fo, 
L.C.N. manager ol the Arsenal Dock-yard, 
aided by Mr.-R. B, Mauchan, the foreign 
superintendent, and Mr. Rawsthorne, 
Mr, Basse is ‘unfortunately under the 
doctor and could not be present.

THE THANKSGIVING 
ADDRESS 


By Mr. T. R. Jernican. 


‘The following is the full text of Mr. 
Jornigan’s Thanksgiving Day address at 
the Union Church :— 

‘Phis is the day that beautifies and 
ennobles the civilisation of our country. 
‘The President invites his countrymen to 
observe it in acknowledgment of the 
guidance of the Supreme Ruler, aud 
there are eighty milliou loyal responses. 
But the Saxon has always feared God 
and loved liberty. In darkest hours he 
turns directly to the Cross’ for light, and 
whenever his rights have boon interfored 
with he has known how to defend them 
About the period when Kublai Khau 
was establishing the Mongol dynasty at 
Peking, our ancestors had wrenched from 
the hands of a King the Charter which 
provided that no freeman shall he taken 
or imprisoned, unless by the law of the 
land. Later on they won the Petition 
of Right, which prohibited taxation with- 
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out common consent by Act of Parlia 
ment, and, later still, they won the 
Habeas Corpus Act, the purpose of which 
was to give speedy reliot from unlawful 
imprisonmont and to enfores- upou jndi- 
cial officers the duty of deliverance. The 
fourth of the great charters of Euglish 
liberty was the Bill of Rights, which was 
intended to re-affiem such rights of the 
poople as had been sot aside, encroached 
npon, or ignored. ‘The Charters declared 
goneral principles, but the common law 
of England was tho exposition of these, 
and the extent of the protection they 
should give could only be determined by 
its rules. That law was the growth of 
many centuries: its maxims were thoso 
of a sturdy and independent race of men, 
who were accustomed to freedom of 
thought and action, and to share in the 
administration of public affuirs. It was 
such men who covered the river about 
London with boats and waving flags when 
Hampden and Pym wore escorted back 
to their seats in Parliament by applaud 
ing England. And Inter on still, when 
another King refused to recognise the 
rights of his American colonists, these 
coionists ombned with the spirit and 
following the example of their Euglish 
anoostors, read to that King the 
Declaration of their Independence, 
and, with their swords, made it off 
tive. And then theso same colonists 
decided that they would no longer live 
under an unwritten Constitution, subject 
to porpotual chango at the will of the law- 
making power, and they mot in gouerel 
convention aud wrote a Constitution, 
which dopactmer

speaking raco, I would answer, that it 
was due to the justness of its laws and 
tho fairness of its Courts. The martial 
force of that morning drum-beat, which 
follows the flag of this race around tho 
world, is not so strong in quickening 
and steadying progress as, the judicial 
system represented by that flag. ‘It is to 
the latter, more than to the former, that 
the English-speaking poople owe their 
greatness and stability, and it is out of

difficulty’ which might’ porpotuate its 
discovered faults. Thero aro. sixteen 
amendments to the Constitution, and 
it will be amended as often as noces- 
cy. The Constitution provides a 
simple, onsy, and peaceful method 
‘of modifying its own provisions, in 
order that neoded reforms may be ac- 
septed aul violent changes forestalled. 
It, moreover, equally enables the National 
and State governments to originate 
amendments of errors, as they may be 
pointed ont by experience on the one 
Side or on tho other. And if the Con- 
stitution be tried by its relation to the 
‘authority by which amendments are to 
be inade, it will be found neithor wholly 
national’ nor wholly federal. Ware it 
wholly national, supreme and ultimate 
authority would reside in the majority 
of the people of tho United States, and 
the authority would be competent at 
all times, like that of a majority ‘of 
every national society, to alter or abolish 
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established government. Were it wholly 
federal, on the other hand, the concur- 
renee of each State in the Union would 
bo: essential to every alteration’ that, 
would be binding on all. But, the method 
provided for amendments, is not founded 
‘on either of these principles. In requir- 
ing more than a majority, and particularly | 
in- computing. the proportion by States, 
not by. citizens, it departs from the 
“national and advances towards the federal 
character, but, in rendering the con- 
currerce of less than the whole number of 
States sufficient, it loses again the federal 
and partakes of the national character. 


From. the foregoing observations, the 
Government is neither a national nor a 
federal governmerit, but a composition of 
both. In its foundation it is federal; in 
the sources “from which its ordinary 
powers are drawn, it is partly federal 
and partly national ; in the operation of 
its powers, it is national; and finally, in 
the authoritative mode of introducing 
amendients, it is neither wholly federal 
nor wholly national. Its form is as 
unique in the history of governments, 
as its progress has been unparalleled. 




















Under its flag live the majority 
of the English-speaking race, and 
this flag covers tho smallest’ pro- 


portion of 'illiterates, and the largest 
proportion of those who can read and 
write, Whou it vas first unfurled, as 
the national emblem: of our country, it 
protected an area of scarcely 800,000 
square miles, but now it protects a com- 
pact area, excluding Alaska and our 
Islands, of more that 3,000,060 square 
miles, and our population has increased 
from 3,000,000 to 80,000,000. In 1850, 
the total wealth of our country was 
estimated in round numbers at’ seven 
Dillion dollars, ‘and in 1890 at ninoty- 
four billion dollars, and during the same 
period the doposits in our savings banks 
Morensed from 43 million to 3 billion 
Gollars. In 1850, there were only 13 million 
farms in the United States, and in 1870 
about 5} million persons were engaged in 
agriculture, while the number of farms is 
now 6 million and there are 12 million 
persons engaged in farming. The value 
of the farms and farmers’ property, in 1850, 
was nearly 4 billion dollars; it’ is now: 
more than 21 billion dollars. And the 
American farmer is not a mere gardener ; 
his cotton crop for this year is estimated 
at 14 million bales; his ‘wheat crop at 9 
million bushels, and his corn crop as 
much as 2¢ billion bushels. 

Our people are not only the most thrifty 
farmors in the world, but they surpass ail 
others as manufacturers, ‘The United 
Kingdom, Germany, France, and the 
United States are’ the world’s chiof 
purveyors of the manufactures which 
enter into international commerce. In 
1888, the estimated value of the manu- 
factures, which were consumed at home 
and exported, by the United Kingdom, 
Germany, and Frauce, was nine billion 
Aollars, and that of the United States 
seven billion dollars. In 1900, the 
aggregate value of the manufactures, 
of the three first named countries, was 
13,030,000,000 dollars, and that of the 
United States, 13,004,000,000 dollars, 
boing within a fraction, equal in value to 
the other three, Not ‘only do our peo- 
plo produce at home what they need, but 
to show that they are not exclusive in 
policy, they exported to foreign coun- 
tries, during the year 1904, merchandise 
to the value of 1,519,000,000, and i 
ported from those countries merchandise 
-to the value of 1,117,000,000, dollars. 

Some years ago there was a distur- 
bance in our national household, and, in 






































conséquence, ‘wé lost thé” earrying trad® 
of the seas, but our internal commerce i8 
almost fabulous in its proportions, It 
exceeds the entire foreign commerce of 
Great Britain and Ireland, France, Ger- 
many, Russia, and Austria-Hungary, 
combined. Our railway froight repre. 
sents a greater sum than tie railway. 
freightage of Great Britain, France, and 
Italy, collectively, and more than is 
earned by all the ships in the world. 
What is known’ as the ‘Pennsylvania 
Railroad System alone transports more 
tonnage than all Britain's merchant 
ships. 

Onr military and naval strength is at 
once the weakest and the strongest of all 
nations. The standing army is more of 
the nature of a police guard, while the 
navy is in modest proportion to the com- 
merce of the country. But there was a 
time in onr history when soldiers and 

ilors were needed, and soon there were | 8 
3,000,000 of men commanded by Grant | 
and Lee, and 600 warships afloat under 
Farragut and Buchanan. And although 
these soldiers and sailors had come from 
the mass of the community, none ever 
entered a battlefield with’ a sterdier 
nerve or more martial bearing, or up- 
held more gallantly the pennants of 
their admir Whatever has been 
the occasion, in peace or war, the 
American people have succossfully 
met it, but they have deprocated 
war and preferred the victories of peac 
Whichever political party has shaped the 
policy of the government, all are pledged 
to offer amicable arbitration in the settle- 
ment of international disputes. Acting 
ou this principle the President bas by 
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aud, for himself, a laurel more lasting

KAMIMURA. 


From tre “Jaray Dary Mam.” 








Admiral Kamimura has just related 
story which deserves to rank with the 
recital of the adventures of Marquis Ito 
and Count Inouye on their celebrated 
expedition to Europe. It appears that 


just before the Admiral left Tokio on the | 


ave of the arrival of the Baltic Squadron, 
General Viscount Takashima, formerly 
Minister of War, sent him a sword which 
had long been an heirloom in the Taka- 
shima family, and reminded him that 
now or never the time had come to do 
or die for the country, Admiral Kami- 
mura, en route for the naval baso, called 
at Viscount Takashima’s villa in Kobe to 
return thanks for this gift, one of the most. 
valued a Japanese samurai can receive. 
In the absence of Viscount Takashima 
the Admiral was welcomed by the latter's 
agent, Mr. Okawa, and to him ho related 
the story. It appears that in early M 
days the great Saigo—Saigo Takamori 
selected three lads whom he sent to 
study at tho Naval college in Tokio 
—the Heigakuryo as it was called. 
These threo lids wore Yamamoto, Togo, 
and Kamimura, Yamamoto is now 
Admiral Baron Yamamoto, Minister of 
Marine, and as for Togo and Kamimura, 
their names alone need be mentioned. 
At that time the Minister of the Navy 
was the late Admiral Count Kawamura, 
man universally beloved and himsolf a 
profoundly attached follower of Saigo 
Takamori, Tho three youths appli 
themselves diligently to study, but in 
. 1875 very disquieting news reached 
them ; news that their patron Saigo had 
severed his relations with the Govern- 
rent and that a serious collision appea 

- od inevitable. Thoy then took counsel 
together. It seomed impossible for them, 
though mere lads, to romain quietly at 
thir studies while such a crisis pondod. 
Jf Saigo wore in the right, then tl 
plain duty was to range themsolves on 















































his sido and fall or triumph with him, 
It ho were -in the wroug, then they 
would be under no lessor obligation to 


adviso him by sacrificing their lives, 
according to tho traditional custom of 
loyal snmurai. Honeo it seomed te them 
that they had no choice but to hasten to 
Satsuma and place themselves in direct 
communication with their patron. Pro. 
cluded, of course, . from taking the 
authorities into their’ confidence, they 
made their escape from the Naval Col. 
lege at night and succeoded in reaching 
Osaka, There they found that the 
slendor stook of ‘money at their disposal 
as students was already exhausted, and 
without a fresh supply it would be im- 
possible to proceed. ‘Their. only hope 
lay in a frank appeal to Godai Tomoatsu, 
the famous samurai-merchant of Osaka, 
To him they unbosomed themselves 
and. asked” for aid. Ho refused 
peremptorily to assist them in any 
way, aud in faco of his disfavour they 
saw themselves placed in extreme diffi- 
culties. ‘They could not hope: in. their 
penniless condition to accomplish tho 
long journey that still separated them 
from ‘their destination, while return to 














‘Tokio, equally impossible as 
| distance, could only mean disgrace and 
ruin. That evening, as they sat sadly in 
their inn debating a position which 
presented no ray of light, the shoji were 
suddenly drawn partially open and. a 
man’s hand threw in a pareel. It con- 
tained a shesf of. bank-notes. Godai 
chose this clandestine method of sue- 
couring them ; prudence had dictated his 
curt refusal but his sympathies were with 
the lads. Their difficulties were now 
solved so far as the prosecution of their 
j journey was concerned. Taking passage 
in a little coasting steamer, the Hozui 
| Maru, they reached Kagoshi: in due 
time und repaired at once to the residenca 
of Saige. There, in an onter room they 
is celebrated lieutenaut, Hemmi, 
in close consult: n with six or seven 
comrades. Hommi, learning their errand, 
communicated it to Saigo, and they were 
presently admitted to this presence. Ho 
rated them in the strongest terms, “I 
selected you as promising students,” 
he said, “and sent you to the Naval 
College, ‘not with any selfish purpose 
of mine nor yet for your own sakes, 
but because the day will inevitably come 
when Japan must measure her strength 
with Russia, and it is incumbent on 
every true Japanese to prepare vigorous- 
ly for that os 
you had only one duty to perform : the 
duty of applying yourselves earnestly to 
your tasks and equipping yourselves to 
Serve your country in her time of nood. 
You have absconded from the College 

obedience to your own imaginings, thus 
betraying the trust I roposed in you and 
forgetting your duty as students. Ro- 
turn at onice, and heneeforward what- 
ever may happen, even though mountains 
crumble and rua backwards, lot 
nothing induce you to turn from’ the 
path of sorving Japan with all your 
might.” ~The three lads were dumbfoun- 
dered. Noxt day they turned their fect 
once more to Tokio, furnished with letters 
| from Saigo to Kawamura entreating the 
latter to us influence so that their 
insubordination might not terminate 
weir cureor as naval cadets. How tner- 
ugly Saigo selected ‘worthy protégés 
and how astute was his prescience of 
Japan's future! In the thirtieth yoar 
nftor this incident at Kagoshima, two of 
these lads wore to earn undying fame by 
crushing Russia's naval might in the Sea 
of Jupan, and the third was to direct the 
country’s naval administration through- 
out the course of her life-and-death

Counsel 
iaininad that as far as Mr, 
Grahim’s actions were concerned he had 
done all he could to part with his 
power of disposing of the mouey him- 
self. To obtain the money he would 
have had to produce the policy. As ro- 
gards the insurance company, it was 
quite true that, having received uo notice, 
they might have refused to recognise 
Mr. Grabam’s doalings with tho monoy. 
It xd, however, that in 1888 notice 
was given to the company of the assign- 
ment, so Mr. Graham had taken full steps 
to protect the title to the money. Ho 
at any rate prevented hi from 
holding the» money. Counsel road a 
letter from the Insurance Company 
dated the Ist of June this year, and 
addressed to the administrator. Counsel 
could quote authority from toxt books 
for the proposition that whether or not 
the insurauce company acknowledged 
receipt of uotice was not material; 
provided it was proved: that notice was 
given. Here it was admitted that notice 
had been received. Under theso cireum- 
stances counsel submitted that the policy 
was properly assigned. If this wore not 
so there was a second ground, that thie 
policy did not fotm part of Mr. Grabam’s 
estate. It appeared that at any rate, if 
‘Mr. Graham did not assign his interest in 
the policy, which counsel maintained he 
did, he had declared himself a trustee of 
tho'money for Mrs. Graham. He declar- 
ed, if he had not parted with-the money, 
that it was held in trust for the person 
to whom he ordered it to be paid. Coun- 
sel referred his. Lordship to Ellison and 
Ellison, where it was distinctly ‘laid down 
that if the declaration was clear, and the 
man actually stated himself as « trustee 
for another person, and nothing more re- . 
quired to be done to complete the de- 
claration of trust the Court would enforce 
it. Either of the grounds raised soemed to 
counsel to be suficient to support the 
claim. Had Mr. Graham unfortunately 
turned insolvent before death the policy 
would not have formed part of his estate: 
in bankruptey. There was therefore no! 
reason for it now to be considered part 
of the estate. *. $ 

Mr. Browott contended that“by the 
endorsement on the policy: the interest 
could not pass, becanse the policy ‘was 
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not a negotiable instrament. He further 
contended that the assignment was bad 
for want of consideration. In support 
-of this conten 

on Laws and 
the case of Edwards v. Jones (Revised 
Law Reports 43. p. 178). 

His Lordship understood counsel to 
argue that there was no consideration, 
that the assignment was not under seal, not 
adonatio mortis causa, and that it was 
therefore bad. Did counsel argue that in 
this case an endorsement was not capable 
of transferting the interest ? 

Mr. Browett said he contended that 
interest in the policy could not be assign- 
ed by such an endorsement. There was no 
doubt that if deceased meant anything in 
this case he meant a gift direct ; there was 
no question of his assuming the position 
of a trustee during his lifetime. He con- 
“tended that the notice given to the 
‘insurance company was not sufficient and 
referred to the conditions at the head of 
the policy, Ho left the matter in his 
Lordship’s hands, merely contending that 
there was no consideration because it was 
‘not expressed. 

Mr. Douglas suggested that the test of 
tho ‘validity of ‘the endorsement wa

Shanghai and the Shanghai Tug Boat Co.,

Mr. Wilkinson said ‘the writ had been 
specially endorsed so as to let tho defen- 
dnnts know what the plaintiffs claim was, 
as Mr. Whoolock was leaving China 
immediately for Home. Provious to 
1902 there were two Cargo-boat Com- 
panies in Shanghai, and a Tug-boat 
Company, and in that year “they wero 
amalgamated. ‘The plaintiff’ was tho 
agent for the Tug-boat Company, ‘and 
Messrs. Wheelock’ & Co. the agen 
for tho Cargo-boat Companies, Messrs, 
Wheelock & Co., upon the amalgama- 
tion, becamo the agents for the new 
company. It would have been a serious 
thing to the jew company if Mr, 
Morris had carried on, an opposition 
business, and with the object of coming 
to an arrangement reemont was ¢ 
tered into.

that, if he did. not accept that 
amount Mr. Wheelock was.to,see him 
and arrange what terms he would accept. 
Counsel would contend that the plain. 
tiff was entitled to three months’ salary in 
ign of notice, but as he was an old servant 
of the company \it was decided to treat 
him, liberally. There was an interview 
with Mr. Wheelock, aud it was agreed that 
Tis. 18,280 should be paid. Mr, Whoe- 
louk would say. that Mr. Morris know 
that the defendants were the agents to 
the new Company and that his services 
wore to be disposed of on amalgnination 
and that the sum of Tls. 18,280 was to be 
psid him by the new company. That 
‘sum was paid to Mr. Morris by a cheque 
of the new company. Subseqnent to 
these proceedings the Shanghai ‘Tug-boat 
Company found they had a clai i

Mr. Morris counter-claimed for a large 
sum which he said was owing to bit In 
that action the claim of the plaintif’ was 
held good and not the connter-claim. 
This “happened in the autumn of 
1902 ond it was not until now, 
the eve of Mr. Wheelock’s departure 
for England, that. the plaintiff brought an 
action against Wheelock &.Co—e jfirm 
who had been doing business in Shanghai 
for many years.

Mr. H. P. Wilkinson appeared for tl 
laintiff and Mr, W. A. C. Platt for the

. Wilkinson said before he called his 
client he would like to open shortly. 
There were three companies in Shang- 
hai before the, formation of the present 
Tug and Lighter Company—two cargo- 
boat companies and the other was:the 
Tug-bost Company. The 
former two were Messrs. Wheelock & Co., 
and of the third the plaintiff in the 
presont case. On the amalgamation, 
the first suggestion was that: Morris & 
Co. should be the agents of the. tug- 























business. That was found beto an unwork- 
able arrangement and the question arose 
as to who should be the agents for the 
whole company. In the end Wheelock & 
Co, became the agents for the amalgamat- 
ed company. As ‘to what came betieen 
it was mostly for-his Lordship to try. In 
order to-make it quite clear counsel 
worked out the position of Morris & Co., 
what it was at that moment, and how 
they came to have three claims to be 
settled at that time. One claim was 
against their own old company for com- 
pensation on retirement and bonus to 
staff. The next situation that had to be 
dealt with was that the Tug-boat Com. 
pany wore giving up business aud Mortis 
& Co,, as specialists in the matter of run- 
ning tug-boats, had aright to work tug- 
boats in opposition to the new company 
in Shanghai. Morris & Co. were in the 
position to say: “ We are the people who 
do understand tug-boat working,” and 
they could get other tug-bosts and thus 
create a very serious position for the new 
company. ‘The next claim which had to 
be settled also dealt with the future, 
that was the question as to whether 
Morris & Co. and Wheelock & Co, should 
share the agency of the new company or 
which of them should have it. Now 
these two claims, two and three, were 
very intimately connected in this way,— 
although they were separate, inasmuch as 
it would not matter to the amalgamated 
company who were the agents, it 
would matter to them as to whether 
there was any compensation,—they were 
connected inasmuch as Wheelock & Co. 
were to be paid commission and Wheelock 
& Co. wore liable to loss if they did 
not come to some arrangement with 
Morris & Co. If Morris & Co. set up 
a new tug-boat company of their own, 
Wheolock’s agency would be very con- 
siderably reduced in value. Who leck 
& Co. wore getting five per cent on 
the earnings of the new company and 
there would be very considerably less 
than five per cent if'Morris & Co. had 
opened opposition. ‘Then there was the 
question of the whole of the commission 
of Wheelock & Co. involved; and there 
was tho matter with which Wheelock & 
Co. had at that moment had: nothing to 
do whatever but with which they after. 
wards came to deal when they’ became 
agents for the amalgamated company. 
Morris & Co. had an outstanding claim, 
not 0: the'sale of the whole fleet as had 
been stated, but-a commission on the 
earnings. It was not commission on the 
whole umonnt but ou the profits.

Morris claimed commission.’ In the

Hopkins, Dunu 4 Co. were the 
agents originally for the Co-operative 
Cargo-boat Co., but on, the Cargo-boat 
Companies amalgamating Messrs. Whee- 
lock & Co. became tho agents, In 
August 1902 news came by. tolegram 
to Shanghai that thero was likely to be 
opposition to the tugboat business, and 
a meeting of tho shareholders | was 
called with reference to amalgamating. 
Twas later that witness received an 
official communication from the Carg 
boat Company with regard to buying up 
the Tag-boat Company. Witnoss produced 
a note of what took place at the meeting 
of the 15th of October.

Mr. Wilkinson appeared 
for tho appellant, Chin Tah-yue; Mr. 
W.A.C. Platt reprosonted.the defendants. 
is Lordship said he would like to 
know what Mr, Wilkinson asked. 

Mr. Wilkinson asked for a rehearing of 
the whole action, doth with regard to the 
alloged contract and the damages. He 
had filed an affidavit stating his reasons. 
Ho asked that the questions of whether 
there was a contract, and what relief he 
was entitled to should be reheard. 

“His Lordship said these points had 
been tried. Whether the action was 
for specific performance, or damages, 
the decision was against appellants. 

Mr. Wilkinson said he was willing to 
pay the fees necessary into the registry 
for the hearing on the question of 
damages. The question could not be 
before the full Court in avy event. He 
was only applying for leave for a rehear- 
ing. Ho understood that if he succeeded 
an order for a new trial would be grant- 
ed, as part of the action had not been 
tried at all. 

His Lordship ‘referred to his notes of 
the first hearing, and also to his note on 
the second day that the question of the 
existence of the contract, and the breach 
was to bo gone into at that hearing, 
while the question of damages would not 
be gone into in any event. If this were 
an action for damages counsel must 
amend ; 

‘Mr. Wilkinson, in opening his argu- 
ments, said he felt he should have called 
evidence as to local custom. 
























His Lordship asked whether the pre- 
sent motion did not stand or fall on 
the Court’s deciding in the affirmative 
or negative on all of the affidavit. 
The lower Uourt had held that the 
cheque for Tis. 20,000 was not. bar- 
gain money. Counsel would have to 
fnduee the Court to find that the lower 
Conrt was wrong in finding that there 
was no bargain money, and no contract. 
The Court could not go into outstanding 
matters. 

Mr. Wilkinson said he was mentioning 
nothing that was not referred to in His 
Lordship’s judgment. 

His Lordship said that counsel was not 
entitled to argue that because cortain 
joints of the evidence were not men- 





tioned they were not considered. The 
Judge could, if he liked, have merely 
given judgment for defendants without 
g any reasons.

His Lordship said counsel could not 
argue that the Judge did not listen 
to certain evidence because he had not 
referred to it in his decision. 

Mr. Wilkinson argued that if his 
Lordship did consider the evidence he 
did not attach sufficient weight to it. 

‘Tho Assistant Judge remarked that if a 
Judge had to give every reason in his 
‘mind judgments would be interminable. 

‘Mr. Wilkinson submitted that defon-

His Lordship askod how the copy of 
the old agreement camo to be made. 

‘Mr. Wilkinson thought his Lordship 
1d that it did not matter when or 
where is was made. Either his Lordship 
had held that it did not matter how tho 
copy came to be made, or that it was the 
proposed agreement. His Lordship had 
apparently had in mind a suggestion 
made towards the close of the case by 
Mr. Platt that this could not be the pro- 
posed agreement because the terms were 
impossible. ‘There was no evidence at all 
that the terms were impossible. The 

ideneo bore out the contention that 
plaintiff considered this agreement and 
accepted it, His next point was that 
defendants should have shown that a pro- 
posal was made in accordance with the 
terms of the receipt, and that this pro- 
posal was refused. ‘The receipt was an 
acceptance to treat. Nothing was said 
in the receipt about the guarantee. 

His Lordship said that it had to be 
proved that the proposed agreement was 
accepted. Counsel had not doue so, The 
Court had held that there was no pro- 
posal or acceptance. 

‘Mr. Wilinson submitted that the lower 
Court's judgment was. contradictory be- 

















canso his ;Lordship had found that there 





was not a proposal, and then that it 
not @ contract because it was not ac- 
cepted. 

His Lordship could not see anything 
contradictory in the judgment saying 
that there was neither a proposal or an 
acceptauce. The whole of the judgment 
dopended upon whether there was a con- 
tract or not, not whether any bargain 
money was paid. It was waste of time 
for counsel t9 contend that the decision 
was that there was a contract. 

Mr. Wilkinson referred to his client's 
evidence concerning the copy of the old 
contract. There was no evidence that 
there was any other proposal: Plaintiff 
had been all along propared to give a 
guaranteo. 

His Lordship said that did not show 
he had told defendants so. ‘Thero 
was no evidence to show that it was to 
the interests of the defendants to go back 
on the contract. 

Mr. Wilkinson referred to the affidavit, 
and went on to mention the notice in tho 
Sinwanpao. Mr. Roach gave instructions 
for a notice to appear aud the reasons 
stated therein wel not the reasons 
brought forward by defendants in Court. 
The advertisement mace one statement 
which was not true. Counsel contended 
that defendants’ attitude was not that of 
being ready and willing to carry out the 
contract. 

His Lordship said the evidence on thi 
point was very contradictory. Did counsel © 
really suggest that Mr, Roach mado 
the outrageous proposition thit plain- 
tif’ should pay ‘Tis. 200,000 for now 
machinery? 

Mr. Wilkinson submitted that Roach 
did in fact make this proposition beca 
ho was anxious to got out of the contract. 

His Lordship said that had it been 
proved that this was so his judgmont 
would have beon for the plaintiff. 

Mr. Wilkiuson referred his Lordship 
to the evidence of the persons prosont at 
the interview at which this proposition 
was said to have beou made. 

His Lordship roferred to his notes. 
Liang who was said to have been in the 
room said he was outside. Chang, tho 
hroff said he did not understand Bu 
Mr. Roach denied that he made any 
proposition; Yow  Ching-chong 
donied it, and he had further taken into 
ifs imperfect know- 










































ledge of English. 

Mr. Wilkinson said it did not muttor 
what the actual wording of this ridiculous 
proposi The point was—was 
Mr. Roach likely to have made such a 
suggestion at that time with a viow to 
breaking the contract? He submitted 
the circumstances pointed to Mr, Roach 
desiring to get out of the contract. 
was well known that if a porson paid 
bargain money and thon backed 
out of the contract the person to 
whom the money was paid was 
entitled to keep it. Thoro hud been uo 
saggestio: doing so in this case, 
and he therefore submitted that circum- 
stances did uot point to the negotiations 
being broken off through plaintiff's fault. 

His Lordship asked Mr. Platt to point 
out the terms in the old contract which he 
considered inapplicable. 

‘Mr. Platt enumerated the clauses he 
considered inapplicable, and the Court 
then adjourned until 2.30 p.m. 

‘Theit Lordships upheld the decision of 
the lower Court.

His Lordship 
difficulty in raising questions of this 
nature before a tribunal which is presid- 
ed over, or at all events of which a 
component part, is formed by a judge 
who tried the case in the first instance, 
but unfortunately that is the result of 
the constitution of the Court consisting 
as it does of only two judges, and the 
fact that appeal to anotlier tribunal cau- 
not conveniently be had. This Court as 
at present constituted has power to re- 
view both the law and the facts as for 
by the Court below. When there is a 
question of law, of course, it is 
very easy to discuss it again as thore is 
no doubé that in considering it two heads 
are better than one. That, however, 
rdly applies to a question of fact. It 
is not as if this Court was retrying this 
action at the present time, but what we 
have to decide is whether, sitting here 
a Court of Appeal, we, in the same 
way as a Court of Appeal in England, 
should decide that the judge in the first 
instance has given inadequate weight in 
his mind to the evidence bearing on the 
facts in this case, Appeals of this kind 
should not be brought without strong 
grounds. This provision is not meant to 
allow any caso to be tried over again, but 
that, when the judge has for some rea- 
son or other been in error on questions 
of law, or fact, there should be meaus of 
reconsidering such case before this 
Court, ‘This particular case is one in 
which it is sought to show that the 
Court below was in error in not 
giving sufficient weight to the dvidence, 
and that it was against the weight of 
evidence that facts were found. The 
difficulty presents itself, especially in a 
case of facts of the nature we find here, 
that I sat in the Court below and also sit 
here, but in view of the fact that the 
conclusions Ihave come to are entirely 
agreed in by my learned brother I do not 
feel so much diffidence as I otherwise 
should in upholding my own judgment. 
‘The judgment as it was delivered was 
divided into two parts. The first part held 
that there was no contract, and the second, 
in consequence of the direct conflict of 
evidence which there was, was devoted to 
considering the evidence as it was de- 
livered and to my making remarks on 
those parts of it which seemed to me to 
call for comment. It was a judgment 
delivered immediately on the conclusion 
of the caso, and these remarks, as far as 
they went, dealt with the salient points 
and were not intended to deal with 
every single point made as the caso 
proceeded. Now the arguments to- 
day, which I propose to deal with are 
the’ two main ones addressed to 
me by counsel on behalf of the appel- 
lants, ‘The first is whether there was 
a contract—whether this document “D,” 
taken into connection with the other two 
documents, amounted toacontract. That 
document was written on scraps of paper, 
or rather ordinary sheets of paper bear- 
ing the head-note uf the defendant com- 
pany.’ It was written in pencil and on 
both sides of the paper, and was evidently 
+ written, to a certain ‘extent, hurriedly. 
One had only to look at it to see that; 
and it’ was contonded on behalf of the 
appellants thet this dooument, written 
in this way and simply » copy of au old 
contract (with th rial exception that, 
there is the substitution of two months 
for six, it is a correct copy of the cou- 
tract of the predecessors of the plaintiff) 
was a proposal of a new agreement made 
by the defendant. Whon I look’at, that 
and the terms of this agreement, parti- 
cularly to thereceiptwhich specifies all the 
proposed agreement—the bargain money

of the proposed agreement—looking at 
that, I say, along with this document I 
cannot see how it can be contended that 
the finding in the Court below was against 
the weight of the evidence. It seems to 
me that my learned brother's remark 
during the argument as to this bargain 
money correctly states the position, viz: 
jist the money was deposited on the pro- 
yosal for an agreement and that on its 
becoming an agreement this money became 
the bargain money of the agreement. The 
larly urged by Mr. 
Wilkinson on behalf of the appellants 
was with reference to the conduct of Mr. 
Roach, the agent for the defendants. It 
was that after these documents had been 
exchanged his conduct was inconsistent 
with there being no contract; and 
that he wanted to get rid of it, that 
he had gone to the extent, to get rid of 
it, of telling untruths, and came into 
Court to substantiate those untraths on 
oath. That is the position the plaintiffs 
have to take up in this case. It is a 
rious position. If I take the evidence 
of the plaintiffs to be absolutely correct 
I might come to the conclusion that Mr. 
Roach was trying to get out of the con- 
tract, but we must consider the whole case 
and the evidence on both sides; more- 
over the onus is on the plaintiffs to show 
that the view taken by the Court below 
was against the weight of evidence. 
Thore is beside the general question this 
articular point on which a great 
deal of stress was laid by Mr. 
Wilkivson in his arguments, the story 
of the $200,000. I thonght it right to be 
quite clear on that point because if I had 
‘come to the conclusion that Mr. Roach 
was not telling the truth with regard to 
that story I should almost certainly have 
found a different verdict at the first trial. 
It came to this that the the 
plaintiffs’ side was that of Li, 
who told a very curious story about thi 
he was not known to be there by auybody 
as Li left him to go on to this room, but 
Liang said he followed him up and listoned 
outside—aud a third witness for the plain- 
tiff who said he could not understand 
English and in consequence of that, I 
presume, was not cross-examined. “On 
the other side there is Mr. Roach who is 
aman likely to have an accurate know- 
ledge of what took place, and there 
was another witness who spoke Englis 
who gave bis evidence in English. ‘The 
two men who spoke English well were on 
one side, Under these circumstances it 
would be stretching a point to an absurd 
extent to say that the finding of the 
Court below was against the weight of 
evidence. I have dealt with these two

ments of the learned counsel in support 
of the plaintiffs’ case, and I cannot say 
that the evidence given in the Court be- 
low was not properly considered or the. 
conclusions drawn by me at that Court 
were against the weight of evidence. 
The result is that the application will be 
dismissed. 

‘The Assistant Judge suid —I thought 
it my duty to examine this case very 
carefully before coming into Court, anil I 
tried as far as I could to put myself iu 
the place of my Lord hearing this case in 
first instance. In rending the. printed 
co and the exhibits, it seamed clear 
tome that atno particular point in the 
rnnning negotiation could it be ssid—here 
there is a clear offer aud a. clear 
neceptance so that sn obligatigiy be- 
tween the parties is created and 














a binding contract. Now after he 
ing the learned counsel for the appel- 
lants, Iam of the same opinion. I believe 
that in the course of these negotiations 








Mr. Roach did hold his hand and change 
his mind, but in doing this I believe he was 
within his legal right because no binding 
contract then existed. I should lika to 
add this, that to succeed on this appeal tho 
appellants have to show not ouly that the 
Court below might have made a mistake 
but that a mistake was in fact made. The 
cumulative effect of a number of chaneés 
that the lower Cont might have beon 
wrong does not help the appellant ; ho 
must show that in one matter tho Court 
was wrong. This is anecessary ruledepend- 
ing on the old principle that there must be 
anend of litigations, “interest reipublice 
ut sit finis litium.” Tagreo with my Lord 
that this application ought to be dis- 
missed.

Patrick Duffin, who stood convicted of 
obtaining credit’ by false pretences, was 
brought up for sentence. 

‘The Crown Advocate said he had caused 
enquiries to be made and he had heard 
from Detectives Kingston and Young, and 
the Chief Inspector of Police, that the 
conduct of prisoner since he had been in 
Shanghai had been good and he had bo- 
haved in a respectable way. Attempts 
had been made to see if something could 
be done for prisoner on the. completion ‘of 
whatever sentence his Lordship passed up- 
on him, but dificulties, which his Lordship 
would understand, had proved insurmount- 
able and he could not hold out any hope 
of employment for prisoner on his com- 
ing out of gaol. : 

‘His Lordship said—Patrick Dufin, I 
have carefully considered the seutence 
which itis my duty to pass on you.

H. D. S. Parkhill, departmental en- 
gineor to the Municipal Fire Brigade, 
said he had held that position for two 
years, and liad had considerable exp 
ence ‘in working the fire-float.  Witn 
had been in the Brigade about eight years 
and he bad been working on th 
for four years, but had ouly b 
charge of her for two y As depart- 
moutul engineer his ‘duties were to keep 
all the muchinery in proper order, attend 
to the crow, soo that all was ready on the 
fire-flont for an alarm, aud also when 
the flont wont to a fire he was held 
responsible for the working of the 
machinory. 

Mr. Wright put in illustrations of the 
flont, moxsuremont and particulars of her. 

‘Witness, continuing, said Mr, Bidwell, 
the Chief Engineor of the Fire Brigade, 
rang him up on the telephone about 
11,0 on the morning of the 12th 
of August soid that there was a 
stoamer on firo at Woosung, and witness 
was to get up steam on the float. At 
twelvo minutes to twelve o'clock the fire- 
float left the jetty for Wousung. ‘The 
awniug of the flout was up that day, 
nd it was very hot.

‘The firemen 
were not told the nature of the cargo 
until they were on board. and then they 
could smell it.

Brigade ran up four streams from 
the float, at first at a pressure of 








about 50lbs. to the equare inch, but on 
returning to the Perlak witness found 
that the pressure was too strong for the 
men who were holding the nozzles, as it 
was carrying thom off their f ess 
reduced the pressure to 40 Ibs. (Witness 
showed the Court, by moans of a diagram, 
the position of the four streams at first).

were many explosions, 
cularly remembered oti 
minutes or fifteen minutes after he got 
on board. It was a very big explosion, 
and although he was not injured witness 
was kuocked down. When theexplosion 
occurred he quickly turned his buck. 
The force of the explosion was felt for 
about twonty feet along the deck and 
it shot up about seventy feot. . The 
hooded companion-way directed the force 
of the explosion forward. Witness found 
afterwards that threo firemen were in- 



















































jured. He was close to one-man who 
was, injured and the other two men he 
thonght we the other side of the 





hatoh. (Witu \owed the position on 
the diagram.) Witness himself took up 
8 length of hose from oue of the men 
j injured and be directed the stream down 
tho covered compani Witness 
kept in that posi Mr. Bidwell 
came to him and reposted that three 
mon wore injured. Witness wont and 
saw the men and found a doctor attend. 
ing to them, so he went forward ags 
aud put tio streams back thirty feet 
from the hatch in case there should be 
another explosion. The two streams 
wore left pouring into the hatch. For 
about half an hour there were explosio 
atintorvals of a few minutesbetween exch, 
and then they ceased. 

Examination of Mr. Parkhill continued. 

Witness thought that if the two ship's 
hoses had been in the position in which 
the two of the Fire Brigade were placed 
at the hatchway they might have gone on 
pumping water through them, but the 




















.| streams were not large enough and in 


half an hour the crew could not have got 
near enough with them. He did not 
jthink the ship’s hoses would stand more 
| than 20 or 25 Ibs. pressure. At first the 
deck was hot, bit not very hot. When 
they got the water past the ‘tween deck 
hatch the Brigade found the deck became 
very hot and they had to play water on 
it.” Towards the end the deck plates 
buckled, causing the deck to get out of 
the straight. (Witness showed by the 
disgram where the cofferdam was situat- 





ed.) They lifted one hatch and found 
the water very hot inside, but witness did 
not think the heating of the water was 
sufficient to cause an explosion within 
the cofferdam. If. the water in the 
cofferdam had escaped witness did not 
think they could have remained on the 
ship any longer. If the fire had got too 
close to the bulkhead and they had not 
played on it, it would have sot fire to the 
fumes of petroleum iu: The Brigade 
tried to keop the water in the cofferdam 
‘as cool as they could by taking the - hose 
dowa to the bottom and pumping water 
in so as to make the heated water rise. 
Mr. Bidwell thought that minimised the 
risk, but witness did not tl 
The Brigade worked for about threo hours 
‘before they decided to shut off the 
pumps. ‘The water was about five foot 
from the main deck then, and there :were 
patches of burning benzine on it. 
Witness saw about twelve drums thire, 
and an attempt was niade to hook them 
out, but when one was turned over benzine 
ran out and lighted up. He did not 
think there was any chance of coping 
with the burning benzine on top of the 
water. Mr. Bidwell spoke to the captain 
when the pumps: were shut off. Witness 
was told to leave o1 ream on in case 
it was wanted. It was not playing. A 
thunderstorm came on when witness had 
done his work ; there was a great wind, 
tho sea getting up very quickly, and he de- 
cided: that the float must got away 
from the ship. It was too dark to seo 
what position the ship was in then, but 
the wind was blowing almost ‘ut right. 
angles to the ship and there was every 
danger of the float being smashed. ‘The 
turret part of the Perlak was about one 
foot above water and as the sea carried 
the float up and then dashed her down 
close to the side of the Perlak there was 
every danger and in a fow minutes the’ 
float would have gone down. Witness 
got her round to the. other side after 
at diticulty in turning once he got 
foto the trough of the sea, It took 
twenty minutes to get round. In getting 
away from the Perlak her rope fouled 
one of tho float’s propellers and so pre: 
vented one engine from working for a 
time. Witness could not. get round the 
stern of the Perlak, but had to go straight 
abewd and round. At this time the 
awnings of the float were rolled up and 
secured. Water went into the float 
through the engine-room hatchway and 
the hose way. The tug-boat went round 
to tho. port side of the Perlak and 
witness went alongside and the fremen 
went aboard the float vid the tug-boat, 
The float then ‘made straight for 
Woosung, but it was still blowing 
hanl and it was too dark to see, Wit- 
ness thought the wind was coming 
from the South. At this time the 
sea was partly gone down, but none of the 
Woosung lights could be seen at all’ and 
witness thought this was due, moro or 
lesa, to the rain.. From the float they 
could see the Perlak’s lights and there 
was a ship just coming in which nearly 
fouled the Perlak. Mr, Bidwell got 
the float in, witness being mostly down 
in the engine room. He went on deck 
once and found the float was following 
a tug-boat. They arrived at Shanghai 
about 11.30 p.m. Later witness e: 
amined the fire-float and found two 
dents in the plates on the port side 
below the water line, and two dents 
above. Witness had attended nearly all 
the fires on board ships that had occur- - 
red in the river since he had been in 






























































to extinguish. The explosions would 
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have been more frequent with less 
water and no-one would have been 
able to get near the hatchway at all. 
‘The only opportunity of getting to the 
hatchway was immediately after an ox- 
plosion and then the men had to reti 
and wait for another explosion, Witnesr 
himself did not think there was any 
danger in the float returning from the 
Perlak, but ‘he thought she might have 
been lost in going round from one side to 
the other, ~The float was constructed for 
river and creck work nd not for the sei 
Sho had a free-board of 2it, Sin, or 2ft. 
10in. Asked if he had any idea of the 
amount of water tho crew of the Perlak 
had pumped into the hold, witness replied 
that the nozzles he saw appeared to be 
five-eights, and judging by the hose he 
did not think they could have put in 
more than thirty tons of water an hour, 
and judging by what the Fire Brigade 
put in the ship’s bose only put in 27 tons 
per hour. The Fire Brigade put into the 
“ship 170 or 180 tons of water por hour 
with thoir large nozzles and working at 
hard prossui 




















Cross-oxamined—After the explosion 
had occurred he was able to s 
clearly down into 
80 foot. Tho ship's hose streams wore 
shut off when he went on board; at: 
loast he did not see them playing. After 
the two hoses wero withdrawn from the 
hatchway the Brigade played continu. 
ously into the fore hatch. ‘Two streams: 
had’ been left playing into the hatch 
themselves. ‘The explosion did not affect 
the nozzles and the water was not shut] 
off, Witness saw about four Chinese 
boats near the Perlak when the Brig 
arrived and they were pumping. 












He 
could not say how long the Chinese boats 
wore there, and he did not remembor 





how many lengths of hose the sl 
crew had on before his arrival. When 
ho wont aboard they ovly had two and 
it not likely that they had taken 
Mr. Bidwell gave the in- 
structions to play into the cofferdam, 
He did not see whether the chief 
engineer put his own nozzle down. The 
cofferdam was full. Witness had no 
moans of ascertaining the thickness of the 
bulkheads of the cofferdam, but he would 
not think it was four inches. The fore- 
hold was nearly full of water when the 
Brigade left and there wore a few patches 
of benzine burning on it. Witness did 
not consider this burning —benzine 
dangerous. He had not attended a 
fire on oil steamer before so 
far as he could remember, but he 
knew that burning benzine could not 
be put out with water and that the 
hoat was very great, Ho quite expected 
that tho fire would break out 
they left the ship, but th 
danger. He did not know the Captain 
had had to put up his fire signals ducing 
one of the subsequent fires. Mr. Bidwell 
“went to the Captain some time before 
the storm broke and said the Brigad 
could not do any more, and as it 
getting dark he did not like to leave 

ihanghai. The Captain asked him not 
to leave saying: “No, stay all night,” 
but when the storm came on it was 
too dangerous to stay there and the 
Brigade had to leave. There was no 
danger to the Porlak then. Witness 
did not expect anything like the storm 
that broke. He thought it would be the 
usual thunderstorm and a little sea, but 
the sea got up very rapidly. The float 
shut off pumping about dusk, but did not| 
leave until 8 o'clock. They did not con- 
sider at first that the float should be 
shifted round to the lee side. 
















































Re-examined—The chief engineer of 
the Perlak would not give assistance at 
first if the Brigade had wanted it, but 
later on the officers of the ship had 
difficulty in getting the sailors to help 
and they only got two finally. Theso 
sailors did not do anything until the 
Brigade left them and then they put a 
stream on, 

Mr. Teesdale said he admitted that 
the Chinese crew all left the ship and 
only the officers remained on board. 

By Mr. Teesdale—From the time the 
Brigade shut off their streams until the 
storm blew up was 1} hours or nearly 
that. 

By Mr. E, D, van! Walree—Witness 
was under the instructions of the chiof 
engineer of the Fire Brigade. Ho was 
under the orders of the chief engineer 
at fires, or if he decided to go to a fire 
witness had to follow. If the Chairman 
of the Council told witness to go to a fire 
with the float he would certainly do so. 

Perey Fowler, member of the Fire 
Brigade, said he heard of the fire on the 
Porlak at noon. Witnese’s time of leavin, 
work on a Saturday was 12.30 p.m. an 
on hearing of the fire he had to report 
that he was leaving the office. Boforo 
and when he arrived at the Perlak there 
was smoke and flames. Witness handled 
one stream beside the companion-way 
loading to the hatch, He looked down the 
companion-way and saw fire and smoke, 
and the fire appeared to be burning very 
fiercely indeed. Witness thought there 
wore two streams om board when the 
Brigade arrived, and he thought they 
were working. Directly the firemen 
arrived there was a slight explosion, and 
after they had been aboard a little while 
there was another explosion. Witness 
was standing just beside the hatch and 
when the explosion occurred he fell on 
his face and the back of his trousers and 
tunic were scorched. He also twisted 
his foot, but was able to go on working. 
Tho Brigade commenced operations 
about 2 p.m. and it must have beon 
5 o'clock before they shut off. It was 
about 7 pm. that the storm broke. At 
7 pam. the Brigade did not exactly shut 
off work, but they were relieved. Wit- 
ness did not see any fire when he left and 
did not think there was any further risk 
from fire. The firemen had a very rough 
passage back and there was danger in 
boarding the tug and the float. 

By His Honour—When the float arriv- 
ed at Woosung it could be seen which 
ship was on fire, as smoke and flames were 
visible. It was also noticed that th 
was an explosion on board before the 
float arrived th 

W. F. Susemibl, second assistant fore- 
man of the Mih-ho-loongs, was next called, 
He said he had been in the Brigade about 
two years. On the 12th of August 
rung up about 11,30 am, and told 
was a fire on a steamer of the Royal 
Dutch Co. He was asked to inform the 
chief engineer or the man who was 
in charge of the Fire Brigade. Witnoas 
tried to ring up the chief engineer, but 
failing to get connected with him, wont 
to see him and found that he know about 
the fire already. The chief evgineor 
gave witness instructions to rivg up the 
men of his Company. When the float 
rounded the Inner-Bar Buoy they were 
able to see the steamer which was afire, 
being able to seo smoke at.that distance. 
When they got nearer they saw that there 
was a fire on the fore part of the steamer 
and flames were coming out occasionally 
and smoke. On arrival, first of all witness 
took a stream between the hatch and the 
bridge, but soon he was removed to the 
































other side of the hatch near the anchor 





winch, Witness had a stream there with 
another fireman of his Company for half 
an hour, when he was called back to the 
old position, Explosions were taking 
place very often at three, four or five 
minute intervals for quite a long time. 
There was a big explosion soon after the 
firemen got on board. Witness was near 
the anchor winch forward of the burning 
hatch when this explosion took place. 
He did not have s stream then, but 
another man and he rushed back and 
t the hose go. Witness got hold of 
the hose and turned the stream into the 
hatch again. He did not kuow whether 
the other man was sent back by the force 
of ‘the explosion or not. ° Aftor this 
there were more explosions. There was 
some cover, in the shape of planks, and 
behind these witness jumped when there 
was an explosion, He looked down the 
hatch after the explosions, as then there 
was not so much smoke. "The deck be- 
came heated, after he had beon aboard 
some time, especially near the hatch. 
Witness remembered that when standing 
near the hatch he felt the heat of tho 
deck through the soles of his boots, so that 
the soles bogan to crack from the heat. 
He saw that the deck was buckling. It 
was dangerous to stand near the hatch, 
because the water in the tanks was boil- 
ing hot and thero was the danger of the 
fire spreading to the kerosene, When 
the Brigade left witness did not think 
thoro was any danger of the fire breaking 
out to a dangerous extent again, A little 
bonzine was burning at the top of the 
water, but it was very little. 

W.'A. Keay stated that he was called 
out to this fire and went down to Woo- 
sung inthe float. Witness was posted on 
the Perlak to put a stream down the 
hateh, and then it was put into a von- 
tilator that was thought to lead into the 
hold. After that ho played down tho 
companion-way. Witness remembered 
the big explosion taking place. Ho was 
barned badly about the face nd. 
blown away about ton foot by tho 
plosion. Witness was on tho left of the 

i when the explosion oc- 
injuries wre caused by the

Dr. Cox attended to witnes 
sbout fifteen minutes after 
mm and he was taken to Shang- 
nd sent to hospital, where ho 
remained from 5.30 p.m. on Saturday 
until noon on the Sunday week. It was 
about a fortnight before witness regained 
ordinary health and three weeks before 
the scars wore healed. 

H. Wynberg, first assistant in the . 
Hongkew Company, said he attended the 
fire on the Perlak. On arrival at the 
ship he wes placed in front of the com- 
panion-way. There was ono firoman on 
the left of witness with a stream, one in 
front, and one at the back of the hatch- 
way. Witness was playing down the 
companion-way until the time of the big 
explosion, when he was thrown back and 
injured. “He was burnt about the face, 
back of the head, and. hand. The 
juries were caused by the flames shooting 
out of the companion-way. Witness was 
in hospital eight days. 

J. C. Beckhoff deposed that he was an 
engineer in the employ of the Municipal 
Council. He went to the fire on the 
Perlak during office hours. On arrival 
he assisted Mr. Wynberg at the 
companion-way. He was thrown back 
and burnt on the right side of his face 
when tho explosion occurred. Witnet 
was sent back to Shanghai and roma: 
in hospital during Saturday and Sunday. 

Mr, Wright said that was -all the 
evidence he wished to call that day, 
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Mr. von Walree said counsel for the 
plaintiffs must show that the Municipal 
Council was entitled to claim for render- 
ing assistance in this way. It was not 
for the defendants to prove that this 
was not so, but for the plaintifis first to 
prove that they could do so. 

Mr. Wright mentioned that there was 
a case on record where the Board of 
Trade were awarded compensation for 
services rendered by a lifeboat. 

The Court adjourned until the 5th 
inst. at 4.30 p.m. 


Shanghai, 5th December. 

‘The hearing of this suit was resumed, 

At Mr, MecNeill’s request Capt. 
Eldridge was recalled, and in reply to 
counsel said that what he said at the 
last hearing was that the cargo was 
pumped from the second section of the 
forehold. The displacomont scale was a 
plan supplied by the builders, by which 
it could be seon what the draught of the 
vessel would be when the various holds 
wore full. It showed the capacity of the 
various holds of the ship. When witness 
wont on board the Perlak at 3 p.m. the 
vessel was down by the bows; the water 
was over the trankway. 

By Mr, Toosdale—Tho pressure in the 
hoses put on by those on board the ship 
was not of auy importance, as the water 
ply to be pumped into an empty 

as long as it had a free exit 
that was necessary. Tho 
firemen seeing thé water simply pouring 
from the hoso would probably assume 
that the pressure was uot considerable. 

Mr. Teesdale then called Captain 
J. H. P, Parker. 

Captain J. H. P. Parker, sworn, said 
he was Marine Surveyor to tho British 
Government. He examined the Perlak 
at the request of the defendants, and as 
a result of his examination furnished 
them with two reports, dated the 23rd 
and Sist of August. He noticed, during 
the examinations that there was some 
buckling of the plates, forward of the 
coffordam. The buckling on the port 
side was 4 ft. lin. from the commence- 
mont of the forward bulkhead. On the 
starboard side it was about the sam 
‘The buckling was on the vertical plat 
but the deck plates were buckled 
in the vicinity of the fore hatch. 
There was no duckling further 
‘pack than the hatch ; it was on the trank 
deck plate. The cofferdam was full of 
water. The distance from*one bulkhead 
to the other was 3 ft. 2in. The bulk- 
hoads were. about half an inch thick up 
to the main deck, and from there up- 
wards about five-sixteonths thick. Ho 
did not notice any buckling of any de- 
soription abaft of the cofferdam. 

Cross-examined—Witness showed the 
position of the pump-room_ bulkhead on 
& plan. ‘The plate described as “No. 2, 
buckled,” was in the foc’sle. The tie 
place was a piece of thin plate which kept 
the beams together. Witness explained 
several technical terms he had used in 
his reports, and pointed out the position 
of various plates, otc., on the plan of the 
vessel. 

‘Thomas Richard Jones, master of the 
‘tug Vulcan, was sworn. 

‘His Honour said that Capt. Jones was 
neither a witness for the plaintiffs nor 
the defendants. He had come to Court 
to give his impression of what had hap- 













































pened. 

‘Witness said that on the day of the 
fire his attention was first called to the 
Perlak at about 9.50 a.m. whon she 
hoisted a fire signsl and blew her 
whistle. Ble could soe, on looking at her 











more closely, that she was burning at the 





head. Witness, with his chief 
officer and several men went on board, 
taking a length of hose with them. They 
could not do anything with the hose they 
took over. At short intorvals there were 
‘explosions. Another tow-boat was along- 
side when witness arrived, sud it was 
taking away two of the crew who bad 
been injured in an explosion. One of the 
men was lying on the deck of the tow- 
boat; the other was just being taken on 
board. ‘They were taken to Woosung. 
Witness was going away when the captain 
of the Perlak called him back, and spoke 
to him about standing by. Witness agreed 
to do so. There was a great deal of danger 
at the time. Explosions were occurring 
pretty frequently, and the steamer had 
two hoses at work. Witness was not quite 
certain what timo the fire-float ar- 
rived ; he thought it was about 2 p.m. 
‘The float went alongside, very neat- 
ly abreast of the hold which was on fir 
and started her pumps. A few minut 
later, an explosion, bigger than any pre- 
vious, took place, ‘Two firemen and one 
engineer wore injured. 

By tho Court—The fire extended until 
after the arrival of the float. The Chin- 























float arrived, but what they did made no 





difference. They wore working a hand 
pump from a small boat, and could not 
get full force from that because there 
was a ripple on the water. Witnoss saw 
two hoses working on the ship at first; 
eventually ono was burnt, and was not, 
to his knowledge, replaced afterwards. 
Witness considered his boat was in dan- 
ger from the explosions which were going 
on, and he would not have put his boat 
alongside, as he did not consider it safe. 
He did uot fool safo until some time after 
the fire-float had got to work. Tho e: 
plosions were not so forceful after the 
float had been working for somo time. 
With the nature of the cargo on board 
it was vory difficult to toll where the fire 
would end. Witness know the Perlak 
was a tank ship.

Witness’s boat was far bigger 
than the fire-float, and he thought his boat 
was in a very dangerous position.

It 
was utterly impossible for her to have 
remained alongside that night. 588 
‘own boat could not have done so. Wi 
ness thought the men who went on board 
the Perlak from the fire-float exposed 
themselves to danger, though the danger 
might have been avoided if they had 
remained further away. He thought 
that anyone within ten feet of the hatch 
was exposed to danger, and the firemen 
were close to the hetch. When the float 
loft it was witness's impression that the 
fire was practically over. Witness was 
standing on his bridge when the fire-float 
half cast adrift, half broke adrift. Wit- 
ness did not have many words with the 
captain of the Perlak when the fire-float 
was there. He was on his boat most of 
the time as he did not consider if safe to 
Ieave her. The officers of the Perlak 
transferred their personal belongings to 
the tug-boat. The captain did not send 
any personal belongings on board, but 





























send a bag of money on board by the 
pilot when witness first went alongsi 
Witness did not think the captain and 
officers were scared. Tho captain was 
anxious, as far as ho could see, and his 
‘one great idea was to protect t! 
interests. Witness would not like to say 
the captain was frightened ; he did not 
show any ‘The captain had no ic- 
tention of leaving the ship, but witness 
would not be so positive about the officers. 
By Mr. Teosdale—Witness went on 
board the Perlak several times during the 
day. He left his boat whon he saw the 
difficulty the fire-float was in to attempt 
to give her some assistance. Ho did not 
have an opportunity of looking down the 
hold when the float was leaving, but 
amidships, where he got on the Porlsk, 
he could see no fire. If there was any 
fire inside it must have been very low. 
‘Mr. McNeill said that this, he thought, 
concluded theevidence, except documents, 
and particularly the Constitution of the 
Shanghai Fire Brigade, As the copy he 
had handed in happened to be the 
only existing copy he asked the Court 
to take special caro of it. Ho also 
wished to put in the correspondence 
in this matter, in 0 far ‘as it bore 
on tho case. Counsel firet put in the 
letter from Messrs. Stokes, Platt, and 
and Teosdale of the 18th of August, in 
which, writing on bebalf of defendants, 
they said they considered the claim for 
‘Ts, 40,000 excessive. Defendants, how- 
ever, were communicating with their home 
office, and in the meantime were prepared 
to give a provisional undertaking . for 
damages should tho Perlak leavo port. 
Tho next letter was from the same’ firm 
tothe secretary of the Council, offering T! 
10,000 in full satisfaction of the Council 
claims ; Tis. 5,000 to be in full satisfaction 
of any claims of the firemen, exponses in 
connection with their injuries, oto. ; ‘Tis, 
5,000 to the Council in full satisfaction of 
damages to, and services of, tho fire-flout. 
Counsel’s firm replied to the effect thut in 
view of the meritorious sorvicos rendered 
the Couneil hoped that defendants would 
seo their way to paying a large sum, and 
requested that the stipulation as to pay- 
ment to the firemen bo eliminated, as im- 
plied suggestion that the firemen had not 
deen liberally treated was not fair to the 
Council. They also suggested referring 
the matter to ion. Defendants’ 
lawyers red that the Firo Brigade 
did not e ship and they could not 
increase their offer, which they considered 
0 liberal that they could not consent to 
a reference to arbitration. They agreed 
to eliminate the stipulation complained 
of on the Council agrocing to indemnify 
them from any further claims by the fire- 
men. 
‘Mr. Teesdale said ho had no other 
documents to add to those already put in. 
Mr. s'Jacob said that on Saturday Mr. 
‘Wright had mentioned some question. of 
the firemen joining in the acti 
Mr. McNeill said the question had 
been discussed botwoon himself and Mr. 
Wright before the latter came to Court 
on Saturday afternoon, and the argu- 
ments Mr. Wright had addressed to the 
Court were the same’ counsel would him- . 
If havo used had he boon present. 
suggestion that the sum awarded should 
not be awarded to the present plaintiffs 
for distribution to such persons as wero 
entitled to it, was inconsistent with the 
letter which counsel had just put in. He 
suggested that this action should be for 
the total value to all persons entitled to 
money. The Court could, if it liked, 
apportion the money as it thought fit, 
and counsel was prepared to join tho 
firemen if the Court thought it necessary, 
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‘The Court asked what authority counsel 
had for joining the firemen. 

Mr. McNeill produced a document 
gi.ing him authority to act for all the 
firemen concerned, except Mr, Bidwell, 
who, ‘ho explained, had left for home. 
Mr. Parkhill’s name was also included, 
so far as ho was acting outside his duti 
asa Municipal servant, Counsel had 
made no claim with respect to the men 
who went down later. Ho asked per- 
mission to add Mr. Bidwell’s namie. 

‘Tho Court held that each of the plain- 
tiffa would have to come into this action 
in his own name. 

Mr. MoNeill said that if that was so he 
would ask the Court’s permission to allow 
him to add their names as plaintiffs in 
their own capacity. 

Mr. s'Jacob’ said the. firomen would 
come into the case on the same footing 
as the Council; they could not authorise 
the Counoil to appear for them. 

Mr. MeNeill'said he did not mean in 
putting in this document that the Council 
appoared for the firemen. He meant that 
they came in on the same footing, He 
would got the authority altered, and file 
it next day.. He would alter it to an 
application to the Court. to add their

‘That he found 

himsolf in a dificult position was borne out, 
by the actions of himself and his officers 
and oro because, although he, himself, 
stood by the ship the whole time, brave 
man as he, was, he sont tho ship’s funds 
away, and the officers certainly sent their 
effects on board the tugboat. The crew 
all disappeared from the ship, and no doubt, 
the cireumstances' of the fire were such 
that the captain found it necessary tosend 
for the float. Ho found it necossary to 
put tho ship's funds on the tow boat, and 
the officers found it necessary to put 
their effects and also perhaps themselves 
on board. Counsel did not think there 
avas any doubt whatever that the 
services rendered by the float were of the 
most important character. He submitted 
that if the float liad not come down the 














“ great probability was that the ship would 


have been burnt out. ‘The float came 
down, and in consequence of her doing so 
the fire'was not absolutely extinguished, 
but brought so much under control that, 
the captain of the tow-boat, who was on 
lak’s deck when the float left, saw 
ns of fire. Although there were 
undoubtedly some slight outbreaks after- 
wards, their slight. importance might 
bo judged from the fact that the 
timorous crew, atid the captain anid 
oficers were able to put them -out 
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made aclaim, alarge claim, but it was 
not a larger claim than bad been made in 
such cases, or than had been allowed by 
some Courts and arbitrators in such cases, 
if the Court relied upon the evidence of 
‘Mr. Gray given some weeks ago. He said 
that in a caso of this kind, taking the facts 
as put before him, from 15 to 20 per cent 
of tho value would probably have been 
allowed. Although the claim was a largo 
one, it was not an unreasonable one for 
the Council to make. The Council did 
not consult lawyers as to what amount 
should be claimed. Lawyers could not 
tell them. They consulted people 
who were conversant with these 
matters, probably insurance men, and 
they wore advised to claim’ Tle 
40,000. ‘The offer defendants made 
not doubt, the offer which in their 
best judgment they considered a reason- 
able ‘and proper one, It was very much 
less than the amount claimed. They did 
however, that services of, great 
value had been rendered. It was not a 
slight sum, such as would have been offer- 
ed for trifling services. The Council felt 
obliged to take the matter to Court, and 
one of the inconveniences bound to arise 
from doing so, was that the people who 
had offered Tis. 10,000 now denied that 
any services had been rendered at all. 
He said, with great respect, that he was 
very glad the case had come before this 
Court. The Court was well aware that 
the question before it was one relating 
purely to maritime law, and that particular 
branch of it which was called salvage. It 
did not really matter whether work 
in the saving of dei 
salvage, and work done to help ships in 
distross, assistance, ‘The services rendet- 
ed in either case fell under one particular 
branch of Maritime Law. He was glad 
the caso was before this Court because it 






































now followed by all nations was to x 
extent founded on laws originally 
d by merchants whose bu was 
ipping in Holland long bofore England 
or America had any commerce to speak 
He thought that in this Court 
one might fairly fall back upon the 
very first principles which Jay nt the 
root of matters of Maritime Law 
governing matters of salvage. The 
law of salvage was a very old one. It 
might be roughly defined to be that 
people who rendered assistance to ships 
were entitled to remuneration. Perhaps 
the Court would allow him to refer to 
book written by Chancellor Kent, an 
American, whose commentaries on’ law 
woro recognised as authoritative. Counsel 
read Kent's dofinition of salvage, and 
went on say that the rule was really a 
common-sense one. It was just the kind 
of Inw one would expect to prevail among 
important countries with numerous ships 
and large quantities of merchandise in 
them. Such countries did all they could 
to encourage © person who saw a 
ship in distress to render assistance. 
The law of salvage must be regard- 
ed as vory different from assistance on 
land. It was Maritime Law entirely, 
and it made no difference whether 
the assistance rendered was the saving 
of a derelict ship or assistance to a 
vessel which had not been abandoned. 
The distinction had been made, but they 
were in reality the Two defences 
wore put forward by the other side. One 
was that no services were rendored. 
That was the original defence put in in 






































this action. ‘The other defence, as 
counsel understood it, was that the 
parties claiming had no cause of action.

made to his answer on Saturday was not 
very happily worded. He considered 
it for some days before he discovered 
exactly what the amendment meant. At 
first he thought it meant that persons who 
were volunteers and rendered voluntary 
jservices were not entitled to compensa 
tion, nor were persons employed by public 
bodies. Ho thought that was not the 
meaning. Ho understood it to moan that 
the Council was a public body, that its 
services were rendered by volunteers who 
were not servants of the Counéil at all, 
and.that they were rendered with public 
property. How then could a public body 
claim for services rendered with public 
property. That was what he took the 
meaning of the amendment to be. 

‘Mr. Teosdale said that was what was

Mr. MeNeill said he did not propose 
ito deal with the first defence at 
any length; that was, that no services 
were rendored.

was a good deal of evidence before 
the Court that the fire had this among 
other effects: the plates in the noigh- 
bourhood of the cofferdam were show- 
ing signs of buckling. He was not obliged 
to rely entirely on the evidenci 
the firemen; one of the witnesses 
for the defence noticed slight buck- 
Jing in the plates about tho cofferdam, 
Captain Parker’s report referred toa good 
many plates being buckled, and in the 
coureo of jonco he pointed out the 
position of these plates. If it was not 
quite clear that the buckled plates exten- 
ded up to the cofferdam, it was not quite 
clear that they did not.” ‘The number of 
plates this witnoss allowed would be just 
about enough to fill np suflicient space. 
A cortain number of plates reachod to the 
jerlam ; a cortain number were buck- 
led.

‘That however was not exact- 
ly the point. Let the plates be only 
slightly buckled, or showing signs of buck- 
Jing, thore was still an intense fire ragi 
ido. If they had buckled, and # 
had given, the, space between the coffer. 
dum would have been opened and flames 
or heat would have passed through the 
opening. ‘The signs of buckling wore 
extremely dangerous signs, It was due 
tothe water poured in by the fice-float 
that thiose dangerous signs coased to ap- 
pear and the fire was subdued. Now with 
Tegard to the second defence. Counsel 
would like to think that it was not the 
most important part of the defence. 
One was always glad when parties to a 
suit wero able to seo their way cleatly 
the commencement of an action, ‘and 
it was unfortunate that this defence 
should be brought in as a sort of after 
thought. It seemed as though it occur- 
red to the other side that the defence 
of no seivices being rendered ‘had col- 
lapsed, and that under those circum- 
stances they had to hunt round for some 
other ground of defence to secure a judg- 
ment in their favour. ‘The thought then 
occurred to them, what about the par- 
ties? Could not something be: ‘dene 
about them? Were they the right plain- 
tiffs? Were they entitled to recover? 
Head not an assessor said something which 
adefence could be based upon? Anyhow, 
as result of their reflections asecond de- 
fence was put in, Ono result of this second 
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defence was that the Court had. agr 
allow the firemen to be joined as interes 
ed parties. That part of the amondment 
was therefore disposed of. There only 
remained the point that the Council was 
not. entitled to compensation. Before 
dealing with this he would like to mon- 
tion one point. In this list of firomen 
ho had included the mame of Mr Park- 
hill. As far as his duties of departmental 
engineer wore concerned he was in the 
same position as the Council, in whose 
service he was. If ho did anything out- 
side his regular duties he fell into the 
same class as the firemen. He added 
Mr. Parkhill’s name, in that his da 
could not extend to going down to Woo. 
sung and exposing his life on tho firefloat. 
With regard to the last point of the do- 
fence, he submitted that there was no 
ground whatever in any principle of 
Jaw. which should prevent the Coun- 
cil recovering on this claim. Of contse, 
as one of the assossors. had said, it 
for the plaintiffs to establish their right 
to recover. Any person liad a right to 
bring au action. “Any private person in 
Shanghai who had a claim against a 
Dutch subject was entitled to come to 
that Court and have his claim heard and 
dotormined. It was for the Court, to 
rmine that the plaintiffs were differ- 
ent from any other person and unable to 
claim. Coungol therefore submitted that 
plaintiffs wero entitled to maintain their 
action, unless there, was 
some authority which ruled that they 
wore in a different position to other 
. The only sug 
the kind that counsel bad heard was 
that the Council was a.kind of Govern. 
ment. Nothing could be further from 
tho-trath. ‘The. Council had-no juris. 
diction over the, Huangpu or any other 
waters, and this ship was lying at Woo- 
sung. ‘The float passed over a river over, 
which the Council had no control, ov 
an estuary over which. they had no 
jurisdiction. ‘The float passed over no 
where the Council had any juris. 
whatever. Within the limits of 
ttlements the Council oxorcised, 
powers. It had no jurisdiction, 
whatever in the sense that could apply, 
the rule that ships bolonging to the 
Crown were not entitled to salvage 
muneration. ‘Thero was an English 
rule that the King’s ships wero. 
not allowed to claim any salvage in 
respect of the use of the ship. If 
the Council was ,co--‘dered to be in the 
same position as. tho government of a 
country one would naturally expect to 
find some circumstances of analogy bo. 
twoen the functions they exercised and 
owers,,they. had., There were nono| 
whatever. ‘Tho. Council had . certain 
powers.:in tho Settlements, but none 
whatever on the-water. A ship belong- 
ing to any nation had the well-known 
powers’ of vessols of war: of all States. 
‘The Council wore in this position : they 
were simply trustees of the fire. 
tho ratepayers of Shangh: is 
connection counsel would like to refer the 
Court to acase. He had a caso in which 
the same question was raised in rogard 
to a British ship, a ship owned by 
a dopartment of the Government known 
as the Board of Trade. The Board of 
‘Trade received a transfer of Ramegate 
harbour. It was. previously vested 
in harbour trustees. ‘The Board having 
the harbour, also hada tug. They 
sont that tug out and it rendered 
salvage services. It-was- objected -that, 
they were not’ entitled’ to salvage 
remuneration because: the tug. was ono 
of tho Queen's ships. It was held 
that this was'.an ontize ‘mistake. (Case 
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of the Cybele, Vol. 2,LR, P.D.) The 
Jaw was founded on ‘the peculiar posi. 
tion ships of war held in regard. to 
the commerce of their country. They 
were bound to protect their ships, and 
to protect their commerce in general, 
as one of the interests of the country 
concerned. It was held that it was quite 
different in the case of @ government 
department in the position of trustees of 
rbour. The Council were in the 
Position of trustees, The case was an 
interesting one because it was very 
similar to the present one. The Council 
were trustees of the float, and could not 
therefore be compared to a Government, 
but rather to a private person. Th 
appeared to be no doubt that under the 
Land Regulations the Couneil were 
trustees of the ratepayers’ proporty. 
Counsel read No. 11 of the Land Regula. 
tions, from which he inferred that the 
ratepayers’ property was vested in. the 
Council as trustees. He also referred 
to Regulation 27, which ho said was 
the sort of article one would expect to 
find after articles stating what the pro- 
erty of the Council was, Therefore ho 
maintained that in effect Article 11 was 
intended to declare that Municipal pro- 
ty was vested in the Council whon 
elected. That was substantially all he 
had to say. It soomed to him the Court's 
decision turned on « perfectly  siimplo 
principle of Maritime Law: that persons 
who rendered assistance to ships wore 
tle’ to compensation. Firemen were 
indoubtedly within the meaning of that 
rule, and the'Council also, being trustoos 
of tho fire-float, and not being a govorn- 
ing body within tho moaning of the rafo 
which. disallowed compensation, 
Court by its. decision in this. caso 
might remove a vory serious doubt which 
could not have been absent from 
who controlledthofire-float.

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THE SITUATION 
KUANGSI.

A Lerrer received by the British 
and Foreign Bible Society here from 
its sub-agent ab Canton, the Rev. 
HO. t Burkwall, an American 
citizen, throws a great deal of light 
on the situation in Kuangsi, and 
incidentally on the cause of the 
massacre ab Lienchou, It has been 
courteously placed ab our disposal by 
the agent of the Society here, the 
Rev. G. H. Bondfield, and the extracts 
which we are enabled to give, in 
which Mr, Burkwall gives ati account 
of his recent journey in Kuangsi, 
will be found of deep interest, Lien- 
chou, it should be mentioned, is 
actually in Kuangtuog, but it is in 
the north-west of the province, near 
the Kuangsi border, Mr. Burkwall 
writes :— 

“T left on the 17th of October for 
Wuchou, By lautich we went as far 
as Konghau, about 100 miles above 
Wuchou, and from there overland to 
Liuchoufu, some 450 li or 150 miles 
distant, “Che season being that 
of harvesting, we found some difticulty 
in securing cvolies, and I sent sume 
of my books—seven cases—by launch 
on direct to Lienchou, ‘his, though 
the freight was high, was cheaper 
than coolies hire, Finally, after 
securing coolies, we were ready to 
start on what proved to be the 
hardest and most discouraging 
journey I have yet taken, I pur- 
posely chose the overland route, as 
imy previous experience hid led ‘me 
to expect good sales at places tess 
frequently visited by foreigners, 

“But-the times and things were 
undergoing radieal changes here in 
this vieinity, though T little realised 
these changes would in any way 
interfere with oH work, ithe first I 
noticed was at Pingnam, a place just 
below Konghau, where the officials 
had prohibited idol processions. 
Money had been subseribed for the 
same, and the merchants and elders 
held’'meeting after mveting to dis- 
cuss ways and meuns, but the magis- 
trate remained firm, and though one 
man-assuined ‘the rdle of one posses- 
sing a written order from the spirit 
world, ind suddenly producing a 
written order from the idols com- 
mending the -procession, in thie way 


tried to arouse public feeling against 
the magistrate, he still refused to 
permit the procession, Proceeding 
to Konghau, the first bit of news I 


ing the cangue.” And for what? 
For daring at this place to proceed 
with an idol procession in face of the 
official prohibition. True, the fol- 
lowing morning he was released, bub 
the tenour of the prohibition was 
made known to the surrounding 
country places. 

“These prohibitive proclamations, 
taken with the fact that in the pre- 
fectural city of that district several 
of the largest and richesb temples 
had been razed to the ground, the 
idols destroyed, and the building 
inaterial put into large schools for 
Western learning or teaching, had so 
enraged the populace that they were 
in arms or preparing to take up arms 
against any attempt to carry oub 
either the prohibition or the exainple 
set by the prefecd himself. More 
than’that, the American boycott 
literature is everywhere in, evidence 
in the anti-foreign fueling manifest 
all along the road. As a result of 
these three factors we could simply 
do nothing in all Tamchau prefec- 
ture, and were constantly accosted 
with the charge that we were the 
parties and our books the cause of 
all this desecration of temples, Re- 
peatedly they asked us if we had 
come to tear down their temples, 
Our books and some of my centenary 
literature screened my identity as 
an American, so I heard little of 
that in the general tulk, At every 
place loud calls to kill were constant- 
ly heard, and we had to walk very care- 
full . I paid little attention to this 
at rst, but its continuance rather 
surprised me, and the constant. fear 
expressed by the people that we 
had come to teardown temples. Our 
sales were almost nothing. Not 
even calendars would sell, as they 
usuully do sell. Once out-of. this 
prefecture our sales were increased, 
though not as is usually: the dase 
inland. é 

“I reached Liuchou .on Thuraday 
evening, the 9th of November! 
having spent ten days of hard travel, 
excepting on Sunday, on the way. 
I went at once to the telegraph 
office; and found a telegram from the 





American Consul-General, telling of. 
che terrible massacre at Lienchou;

and advising immediate return from 
It wasall such a shock 


in Liuchou, and hence attracted 
unusual attention. and was ‘soon 
abroad in the streets, Ib so happen: 
ed that before I reached Liuchdu, 
two English army officers had passed 
through from Kueilin, and ‘as thé 
tleregam was already there, ‘the 
public concluded it was for thei, 
and recalling them at once, This 
turned the news away from me for 
the time being. Upon receiving the 
telegram I ab once wired Wuchou 
asking H. M, Consul Wilkinson's 
advice, as he knows Kuaugsi well, 
He confirmed or supported the 
American Consul-General’s advice. 

“The sume evening I arrived, 'L 
sent in’ my ‘cards as usual to the 
officials, together with some of our 
books, But strange so say, they 
sent none in returo, I was ratiier 
anxious about that, as such ‘an 
omission had never occurred before 
at any place I have visited, Mr, 
Wilkinson suggested making sure 
of local protection, aad the officials 
thus ignoring my card made me 
somewhat. uneasy. ‘Upon request 
later my man brought back the 
magistrate’s card—he did not send it, 
I requested it. Still I stayed on 
in the city four days, one’ being 
Sunday. Our sales were only fair, 
but stills great improvement over 
the preceding days’. I soon leartied 
that boycott literature aud anti- 
American feeling were strong even 
here. Que firm stated that the 
Native Customs refused to pass aity 
American goods inland, 

i gain our literature screened 
my identity as an American, and I 
saw only friendliness’ wherever I 
weot. My men mentioved over- 
hearing discussions of the Lienchou 
outbreak, and the temple desecration 
going on elsewhere, But no talk of 
violence came to our ears. Still, 





having: the telegram as stated above, | 


and the official ignoring my card— 
these decided me to return instead 
of proceeding further inland as I hid 
planned. . . I think it was wisest to 
do as Ihave done, The whole pro. 
vince is wrought up to the poiot of 
exploding, and at a very slight: touch 
vr excuse, Inland missionaries have, 
nearly all, come: away to the porte, 


'Greab and exciting gatherings are 
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held all over the country in honour 
of the late Feng Wei. A sad feature 
of this boycott movement is, that so 
many prominent Christians are 
among the leaders, and I fully 
believe they little realise how they 
are working the people up to a 
frenzied hate against all foreigners, 
and that the blow will eventually 
recoil on themselves. Already in 
Kuangsi, ‘Tseungchou district, the 
Christians have been attacked aud 
beaten, charged with _ bringing 
thither foreigners. And one chapel 
not far from Canton was fired into 
on Sunday as the Christians were in 
meeting. Details not yet to hand, 

“Another matter I want to men- 
tion as tending to much uneasiness 
is the fact that at Wuchou and else- 
where telegrams are held over by 
the offices, on the excuse that the 
wire is down, and not delivered until 
after several hours. A telegram 
handed in at Wushou, addressed to 
the American Consul-General. Can- 
ton, and calling for a gunboat, fearing 
trouble, was pooh-poohed by the 
operator and held for ‘24 hours before 
sending”... . 

We learn from this letter that 
there are certain important facts to 
be taken into consideration when a 
judgment is beiig formed on the 

ienchou massacre, There is the 
criminal dissemination of boycott 
literature all over the Two Kuung, 
which has stirred up the people 
aguinst foreigners generally and 
against Americans particularly. ‘This 
boycott literature is full of gross 
exaggerations and misrepresentations, 
and the Viceroy and his staff and 
subordinates are highly culpable for 
allowing this literature to be distri- 
buted broadcast even after their 
attention was called to its nature 
and danger. ‘The native officials, by 
destroying and disestablishing tem- 
ples in order to convert them into 
schools of Western learning, have 
aroused @ hatred of Western innova- 
tions and Westerners in the minds of 
the ignorant people, and made them 
believe that the object of foreigners 
is to destroy their temples and sup- 
press their religious ceremonies. 
This doubtless helps to account for 
the massacre at Lienchou. On the 
other hand, it is gratifying to see 
that Mr. Burkwall, travelling through 
® country full of excitement, met 
everywhere with friendly treatment, 
and he uppears never to have been 
asked whether he was an Englishman 
or an American, and he was able to 
sell his books though there was not 
so much enquiry for them as on 
former journeys.’ It will be noted 
that he emphasises that point which 
we mentioned, some time ago, and 
to which we have no doubt the for- 
eign representatives in Canton have 
drawn the attention of the Viceroy 
there—that while the boycott was 
anti-American at first, it becomes as 
it spreads anti-foreign. It is a notice- 


able point that at one place the 
Native Customs were refusing to 
prss American goods; they would 
hardly dare to do this if they thought 
that the Viceroy was sincere in his 
condemnation of the boycott.

Thon, nearly a year later and 
when the Baltic Squadron was on the 
ove of arrival, a large field of 715 mines 
was laid right across Peter the Groat 
Bay from Askold Island on the east to 
Korsakoff Island on tho west, a distance 
of 40 miles, These mines should ha 
completely blocked the path of any ship 
attempting to reach Viadivostock or to 
emerge from it, and inasmuch as there 
wore more than 17 mines in every mile of 
a—supposing them to have been distri- 
gually—it is hard to understand 
how even the Almaz reached Viadivostock 
safely after the Battle in the Sea of Japan. 
Ono would suppose too that every vessel 
attempting to make her way into or out 
of Viadivostock must do so at deadly risk, 
yot there has not been a single mishap to 
merchant steamers. A few mines aro 
roported as having drifted ashore ab Oki, 
an islind off the Izumo coast, and we 
may assume that these were errant from 
the Viadivostock field; but it is traly 
romarkable that communications’ with 
Viadivostock have been possible at all 
during the past 7 months, seeing that 
right across the route of vossols a line of 
mines lay strown at an approximate dist- 
ance of only 100 yards apart.

Of the remaining eleven candidates 
three took the first class, or Sonior 
papers; four the second class, or Junior ; 
and four optered for the third-class 
osmmination, : 

One of tlie Senior candidates failed 
to, satisfy tho oxomiiners, byt obtained 
a Junior certificate. Of those entered 
fog tho Jupior examination one failed 
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‘The third-class candidates all passed. 
One boy, C. Walker, obtained “honours,” 
and “ distinctions,” i.e., not less than 75 
per cent of the maximum in given sub- 
jocts were earned by W. H. Edgar, W. 
W. Conner, and ©. ©. Walker in Draw- 
ing, Scripture History, and Geography, 
respectively. worthy of note that 
in the supplementary lists, published in 
the “Educational Times,”. ‘of successful 
candidates examined in foreign centres, 
W. H. Edgar heads the list of all boys 















examined outside Great Britain, and 
M. A. Lorenzen is placed fourth. 
The subjects in which boys satisfied 





the examiners are Scripture History, 
English, Geography, History, Arithmetic, 
‘Algebra, Geometry, Latin, French, Ger. 
man, Book-keeping, Drawing, and Short- 
hand. In Latin the set books were 
Ceesar’s Commentaries, Books IV: and V, 
and in English, Shakespeare’s “ Julius 
Ceosar.” 

When it is remembered that all the 
boys in the Upper School, doing the 
reguler curriculum, were, without excep- 
tion, entered for the examination ; and 
that their ages approximate to the ages 
of candidates for the different classes at 

and that the dull and backward 
is not excluded by » system of 
entrance examinations and “ superannua- 
tion,” it will readily be agreed by all 
interested in the individual candidates 
and in the school that they have cause 
for congratulation. 

‘The results are also an effectual reply 
to those educational Jeremiahs who so 
often lamentingly ask, “Can any good 
thing come out of the East?”

The villas dotted hére and there among 
the fields and orchards of the surround- 
ing country are exceedingly attractive, 
especially during the spring when ros 
of every conceivable hue and variety a 
blooming in the most abandoned luxari- 
ance. The iris grows wild and so do the 
poppies, daffodils, anemones, marguerites, 
gladiolas, and myrtle. With such a blazo 
of colour against the dark green of the 
cypress, and the silvery sheon of the 
olive, to say nothing of the gorgeous sun- 
sets that beggar description, it is a delight 
to take those long drives through tho 
country.

Beautiful Florence, the Athens of modern 
times, was the cradle of the Renaissance, 
robirth, or as it is somotimes called the 
revival of letters, Tho inspiration and 
tendencies of the historical movement 
‘were so great that it is to her wo owe all 
that we have of modern civilisation.

‘visit they. Pos cpirit of te Ith veytury 
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seemed to be to beantify everytbing made 
by the hand of man. Nothing was too 
small nor too large to be attempted, and 
all done so well and beautifully that the 
words “del cinque cento” so often heard 
in Florence are synonymous with the 
great artistic skill and beauty. It was 
the rage to gild and handsomely carve 
bridal chests, and the waiters on which 
were borne the valuable gifts received 
at births and weddings. The greatest 
artists did not feel above such work. 
Culture was required besides a mere artis 
tic hand, for the themes were from 
the Greck and Latin poets, Dante, 
Petrarch, Boccaccio, and the novels of! 
the day. Palanquins too were decorated 
in the same way, to say nothing of 
cabinets that are’ marvels of intricacy 
and beauty, and tables with famous 
pictures imitated in Florentine Mosaic. 
There is out at Certosa, in the middle of 
the cloister garden, a fine old bronze well 
designed by Michael Angelo, and in the 
secluded part of the same monastery 
some stained glass windows designed by 
Raphael, ‘Tho lanterns of the Strozzi 
palace, though wrought in iron are deli- 
cate enough to be copied in the finest 
silver. 

“Tho name Renaissance is significant 
in moro than one respect. It implies the 
now birth of the antique, the renewed 
study of thé ancient art’ and sciences 
which now began and forms an essential 
factor of the whole movement, but it 
implies also a now birth of a deopor 
character, a new birth’ of nature, the 
recovery of nature for mun.” The first 
great work of the Renaissance is Ghi- 
borti’s bronze gates, begun by him in 1403, 
and on which he worked forty-nine year 
He cortainly proved Michael Angel 
definition of genius, He says it is eternal 

When they were first put 
they were gilded. Michael Angelo said 
they were beautifal enough to be the 
gates of Paradise. Brunelleschi and 
Donatello compoted with Ghiberti for 
the honour of achieving this stupendous 
work. The’ trial pieces of Ghiberti and 
hi are still to be seen in the 
They represont the sacrifice 
cand hang side by side ; both are 
fino, but the one by Ghiberti shows more 
soul, more tenderness in the trying 
ordeal. Ghiberti started as a” painter, 
was trained as a goldsmith, and then 
became a sculptor. Less knowledge than 
his would have proved inadequate to 
accomplish such a task. There is no 
othor work of the kind that can 
even touch them, So beautifully and 
eloquently are the Bible stories told that 
they are very ‘sérmons in bronze. It 
is true that Brunelleschi was not allowed 
the honour of carving the baptistry gates, 
but he accomplished another great work 
which- was the erection.of the enormous 
dome, thus completing’ Arnolfo’s Duome. 
Gifted men from all over Europe had 
boon invited to Florence to show what 
they could do, and out of fifteen models 
presented, Brunelleschi’s was the one 
accepted. What he planned to do was so 
stupendous an undertrking that the 
people said, “it cannot be done.” But 
ho had undaunted faith in the realisation 
of his idea, and day by day the dome 
rose nearer and nearer to the blue vault 
above proclaiming him to be the greatest’ 
yhitect of the early Ronsissance. 
Michael Angelo so loved it that when 
riding out of his béloved city on his way 
to Rome, whither he had been summoned 
to erect the dome of St. Peter's, he 
looked back ‘with longing eyes saying, 
“Come te, non voglio; meglio di te, non 
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posso.” Copy thee, I will not ;jimprove on, 
thee, I cannot. Brunelleschi was also the 


architect of the Pitti Palace, and the 
Church of Santo Spirito, which is inter- 
esting enough to Protestants from the fact 
that Martin Luther preached there once 
when he passed through Florence as an 
Augustinian monk on his way to Rome to, 
fight it out with the P 
‘Lmea della Robia was another Floren- 
tine, who excelled in his line, that of 
designing reliefs in enamelled terracotta. 
‘The colours used are a clear blue and 
green on awhite ground, and the figures 
depicted are wonderfully expressive, and 
beautiful. ‘These reliefs are to be seen 
all over the city, houses, churches, and 
palaces being ornamented with this ware.

While in 
England Cardinal Wolsey commissioned 
him tomake a sarcophagus for his remains. 
The Cardinal however was disgraced 
before his death, and so Henry the 
Kighth appropriated the sarcophagus, 
but having died before its completion 
did not enjoy the privilege of reposing 
his weary bones in so lovely casket. 
Charles the First was the next to claim 
it, but he was, too, disappointed on account 
of his unnatural desth. Finally it was 
shorn of all its beauty by order of the 
English parliament and to-day it stands 
in the crypt of St. Pauls, shielding from 
the eloments all that remains of the great 
English Admiral, Lord Nelson. ‘There aro 
some exquisitely beautiful reliefs by 
Benedetto in the Bargello.
